Qualitative  Analysis. 
HPHE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
will  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  ex- 
amination, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof 
Js  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only 
constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  sta  mped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a  stamp 
merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  November  25,  and 
the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  Decem- 
ber 5.    Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental 
f  £mpurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  consti- 
•  tuents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  report  on  the  sample  sent  out  list  month  will  be 
printed  in  our  text  issue.

The  Western  Chemists'  Association  of  London. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Cafe 
Eoyal,  Regent  Street,  on  Wednesday  evening.  Mr.  Hyslop, 
the  retiring  President,  filled  the  chair,  and  the  company, 
which  included  a  numbe  of  the  leading  West-end  chemists, 
numbered  about  70.  Mr.  Hyslop's  speeches  were  in  his 
characteristically  quaint  style,  and  the  evening's  programme 
was  enlivened  by  the  performances  of  three  young-lady 
singers  constituting  the  St.  Cecilia  Vocal  Trio,  and  another 
who  p'avpd  on  the  pianoforte  and  t.hn  mandoline. 

In  proposing  the  *  oast  of  "  The  Western  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion,' the  Chairma  Dsaid  this  was  the  sixth  dinner  they  had 
held.  A  highly  representative  journal — which,  it  appears, 
was  this  one — had  lately  stated  that  the  chemists'  associa- 
tions in  the  kingdom  numbered  about  fifty,  and  that 
the  total  membership  was  about  1,0C0.  That  gave  an  average 
of  20  to  each  association.  He  believed  those  figures  were 
fairly  accurate,  and,  if  so,  he  might  congratulate  their 
Association  on  being  well  above  the  average.  Their  mem- 
bership had  been  somewhere  near  a  hundred  for  some  years 
past.  Their  success  was  due  to  the  fact  that  their  object  had 
always  been  to  benefit  one  another.  And  they  had  found 
that  in  giving  their  light  one  to  another  they  in  no  way 
diminished  what  they  had.  Still,  they  ought  to  do  better  in 
the  future  than  they  had  done  in  the  past,  and  he  urged  on 
them  all  to  do  their  best.  After  sympathetic  references  to 
the  loss  by  death  of  their  old  member,  Mr.  A.  H.  Mason, 
lately  of  New  York,  and  of  their  dear  old  friend,  Mr.  William 
Gulliver  of  Belgrave  Street,  the  Chairman  proposed  the 
toast,  and  coupled  it  with  the  name  of  the  new  President, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Taplin.    In  his  brief  response  Mr.  Taplin  referred 


to  the  recent  unanimous  election  of  one  of  their  members, 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  to  the  London  County  Council,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  their  Association  would  long  enjoy 
the  youthful  vigour  which  had  always  characterised  it. 

The  Chairman  next  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  remarking  on  the  steady  consecutive  way  in 
which  it  had  done  its  work,  and  by  which  it  had  secured  the 
sympathy  of  the  better  part  of  the  public  and  the  medical 
profession.  Professor  Norman  Collie's  lecture  last  week  was 
a  good  instance  of  the  excellent  work  of  its  professors,  and 
its  lawyer  had  been  remarkably  successful  in  the  cases  he 
had  brought  into  court.  He  denounced  the  foolish  cant  often 
beard  of  pharmacy  drifting  away  from  us  Pharmacy  could 
not  drift  away  while  it  had  a  Society  like  the  Pharmaceutical, 
which  held  it  fast  at  its  anchorage  Outside  of  ourselves 
nobody  could  help  chemists  so  well  as  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills,  in  responding,  said  he  regarded  the 
position  of  President,  in  which  he  had  been  placed,  as  one  of 
great  honour,  but  it  was  also  one  of  considerable  responsi- 
bility, and  involved  a  large  amount  of  labour.  At  present, 
he  said,  only  5  members  of  the  Council  out  of  2L  were  resi- 
dent in  London.  He  had  been  looking  back,  and  found  that 
in  184-6  17  out  of  the  21  were  London  members.  In  1856 
there  were  12,  in  1866  and  1876  there  were  10  members 
of  the  Council  from  the  London  district.  It  was  easy  to 
calculate  that  in  some  twenty  years  there  would  be  no 
London  members  left.  It  hid  always  been  regarded  that 
for  administrative  purposes  the  President  should  reside  in 
London  ;  to  that  fact,  and  not  to  any  personal  qualification, 
he  owed  the  honour  of  having  been  chosen.  He  was  always 
delighted  to  meet  his  country  colleagues,  and  he  deprecated 
comparison  between  them  and  London  members  of  Council ; 
but  he  thought  that  it  was  a  question  for  consideration 
whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  that  at  least  a  third  of  the 
members  should  live  in  the  Metropolis.  Referring 
to  the  subjects  now  under  consideration  by  the  Council, 
he  spoke  first  of  the  new  system  of  education 
which  had  been  established,  and  in  which  he  was  glad  to 
have  taken  a  humble  part.  Ha  was  pleased  to  state  that 
they  had  now  about  seventy  students  at  tbeir  school,  the 
large  majority  of  whom  were  going  through  the  full  nine 
months'  course,  and  he  hoped  most  of  those  would  also  go 
on  for  the  further  six  months'  course  for  the  Major.  They 
were  still  engaged  in  considering  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion which  had  been  brought  before  them  by  their  Scotch 
friends.  He  believed  they  were  generally  agreed  that  the 
scope  of  that  examination  should  be  extended,  especially 
seeing  that  the  Major  and  Minor  were  both  stiffer  than  they 
had  formerly  been. 

Thejtoast  of  "  The  Visitors  "  was  replied  to  by  Mr.  Alfred  W. 
George,  M.D.,  who  mentioned  that  his  name  was  still  on  the 
pharmaceutical  register. 

Daring  the  evening  a  telegram  was  received  from  the 
Plymouth  Chemists'  Association,  who  were  dining  at  the 
Royal  Hotel,  Devonport,  expressing  congratulations  to  the 
Western  Chemists'  Association. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Conversazione. 

The  annual  conversazione  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association  was  held  in  the  Portman  Rooms,  Baker  Street, 
W.,  on  Thursday  evening,  November  12.  This  year  the  pre- 
liminary concert  was  omitted,  and  in  its  place  the  Grosvenor 
Ladies'  Concert-party  gave  a  selection  during  the  reception- 
hour  (8  30  to  9.30).  Dancing  commenced  at  10  P  M.,  when 
about  two  hundred  were  present.  The  interval  for  supper 
was  about  midnight.  The  President  (Mr.  Chas.  Morley) 
proposed  the  only  toast — "  The  Ladies  "—and  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris  responded,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  who 
was  present  earlier  in  the  evening.  Dancing  continued, 
under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  T.  C.  W.  and  Charles  W. 
Martin,  until  4.45  A.M.,  and  even  then  the  programme  had  not 
been  completed.  The  attendance  was  smaller  than  usual, 
but  the  dancing  was  stated  to  have  been  very  good.  The 
programme  had  been  carefully  arranged  by  Mr.  George 
Pearson.  Dancing  amongst  chemists  is  certainly  on  the 
increase,  says  our  terpsichorean  reporter.  The  last  three 
Presidents  of  the  C.A.A.  were  all  dancing- men,  while  the 
previous  four  were  not.

6d.  for 
others.    Single  tickets  at  proportionately  lower  rates. 

Plymouth  Chemists'  Sinner. 

With  a  party  of  over  sixty  the  third  annual  dinner  of  the 
Plymouth  Chemists'  Association  came  off  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Devonport,  on  Wednesday.  The  President  (Mr. 
George  Breeze,  J.P.)  occupied  the  chair,  the  visitors  including 
the  Mayor  of  Devonport  (Mr.  W.  J.  Waycott,  J.P.),  Messrs.  E 
M.  Holmes,  C.  B.  Allen  (London),  R.  R.  Groome  ("  Camwal ") 
and  H.  Gadd,  J  P.  (Exeter),  and  members  of  the  Town 
Councils  and  Mercantile  Associations  of  the  Three  Towns. 
Among  the  toasts  given  in  the  evening,  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Turney,  to  which  Messrs. 
C.  J.  Park  and  C.  8.  Allen  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  responded. 
Messrs.  F.  W.  Hunt  (Plymouth)  and  F.  Maitland  (Stone- 
house),  Local  Secretaries,  also  spoke.  "  Oar  Municipalities  " 
was  the  next  toast,  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Mathew 
(Saltash),  in  a  humorous  speech.  The  Mayor  of  Devonport, 
in  reply,  spoke  highly  of  the  President,  who  bad  been  his 
colleague  in  town  affairs.  Mr.  Henry  Whitfeld  also  replied, 
with  a  clever  burlesque  of  local  politics,  put  in  pharma- 
ceutical terms.  Mr.  J.  G.  Netting  (Plymouth)  proposed 
'  The  Mercantile  Associations,"  to  which  the  Chairmen 
and  Secretaries  replied  in  suitable  terms.  The  duty 
of  proposing  "  The  Plymouth,  Devonport,  Stonehouse, 
and  District  Chemists'  Association "  fell  to  the  lot 
of  Mr.  Henry  Gadd,  who  highly  complimented  the 
members  on  their  success,  and  also  spoke  of  the  Exeter 
Association  and  the  work  of  education  among  the  craft. 
Mr.  Breeze,  in  reply,  said  it  was  only  recently  that  chemists 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  had  realised  the  advantages  of 
union.  Opportunities  were  afforded  by  these  Associations  of 
interchanging  ideas  for  mutual  benefit.  "  The  Officers  "  was 
put  by  Mr.  P  A.  Kelly,  to  which  the  Secretary,  Mr.  James 
Cocks,  and  Mr.  Condy  U'Ren,  Treasurer,  replied.  "The 
Junior  Section  "  was  proposed  by  Mr  E.  M.  Holmes,  and  the 
Junior  delegates.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Buckley  and  E.  A.  Hodge, 
responded,  the  latter  making  a  presentation  of  an  address 
and  inscribed  walking-cane  to  Mr.  O.  A.  Reade,  of  the  Royal 
Naval  Hospital,  for  his  interest  in  the  Junior  members  and 
for  conducting  a  series  of  botanical  rambles  during  the  past 
summer.  A  few  more  speeches  and  a  number  of  songs  were 
also  included  in  the  evening's  progiamme. 

Smoking-  concert. 

The  members  of  Reynolds  &  Branson's  cricket-club  had  a 
smoking-concert  on  November  13,  at  the  Bull  and  Bell  Hotel, 
Leeds,  Mr.  W.  MacKey  in  the  chair.  Prizes  were  presented  to 
J.  H.  Jackson  and  W.  Key  for  best  batting  averages,  and  to 
J.  Davis  and  Geo  Jackson  for  bowlirig  Mr.  Harry  Goodson, 
who  has  been  the  honorary  secretary  of  the  club  from  its 
foundation,  was  presented  with  a  silver-mounted  walking- 
stick,  on  behalf  of  the  members,  by  Mr.  Branson,  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  services. 

Chemist  and  Vaccination. 

The  Newton  Abbot  Board  of  Guardians  last  week  dis- 
cussed the  case  of  Mrs.  Milne,  of  Torquay,  wife  of  a  chemist 
now  in  America,  and  who  bad  refused  to  obey  a  vaccination 
order.  The  Clerk  thought  it  was  doubtful  whether  Mrs. 
Milne's  goods  could  be  distrained  upon  in  the  evf>nt  of  Mrs. 
Milne  being  fined  in  the  absence  of  her  husband  in  America. 
A  motion  that  the  seal  of  the  Board  be  not  attached  to 
the  summons  for  Mrs.  Milne  was  lost  by  30  votes  to  6. 

Chemist  Killed  on  the  Bail-way. 

On  Friday  last,  November  13,  as  Mr.  George  J.  Kerr, 
chemist,  of  Derby  Road,  Heyton,  was  returning  home  from 
Liverpool  by  the  10  55  train  (Lime  Street),  he  appears  to 
have  made  a  mistake  and  got  out  at  Roby  Station,  and  in 
attempting  to  re-enter  the  carriage  slipped  between  it  and 
the  platform.  His  body  was  found  to  b3  dreadfully  mangled, 
as  he  was  a  man  of  corpulent  build. 


Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

The  following  are  last  week's  victims : — 

A  woman  named  Heath,  living  in  Clerkenwell.  Grief  at 
the  loss  of  her  husband  was  the  occasion. 

Theo.  Small,  a  lad  living  at  Shepton  Mallet,  was  found 
in  a  kitchen,  having  taken  carbolic  acid.  He  died  soon 
aftei  wards. 

Emma  Sherwood  (39),  housekeeper  to  a  draper  in  Leeds, 
who  had  been  drinking  heavily  and  was  under  notice  to 
leave,  died  from  carbolic  acid. 

Mrs.  Bailey,  a  widow  of  independent  means,  committed 
suicide  on  Sunday  night  at  her  residence  in  Priory  Park, 
Road,  Kilburn,  by  drinking  carbolic  acid. 

Nathan  H.  Ellis,  a  Preson  insurance-agent,  and  Samuel 
Checkley,  a  Northwich  labourer,  have  also  to  be  ranked  aa 
victims  to  bad  times  and  carbolic  acid.  Dugald  Mathieson 
(40),  a  Glasgow  man,  drank  from  the  carbolic  bottle  instead 
of  the  whisky  one,  and  died  on  Sunday. 

Public  Analysts  as  Benefactors. 

Mr.  Carter  Bell  has  been  twenty  years  public  analyst  for 
Cheshire,  and  in  reporting  to  the  County  Council  lately  he 
asked  them  to  look  back  on  those  two  decades,  and  notice 
the  vast  improvement  which  had  taken  place  in  the  supply 
of  food  to  the  public.  Before  the  passing  of  the  Adultera- 
tion Acts  nearly  every  article  of  food  was  more  or  less 
adulterated.  The  difficulty  then  was  to  find  purity ; 
the  difficulty  now  is  to  find  impurity.  In  former  times 
flour  was  found  adulterated  with  chalk,  bone-eartb, 
powdered  flints,  and  plaster  of  Paris.  Indeed,  in  one 
case  he  remembered  the  last  adulterant  was  so  large  that 
it  was  sufficient  to  form  a  respectable  plaster-of- Paris  image 
for  the  Court  to  view.  Bread  was  adulterated  with  alum, 
sulphate  of  copper,  and  sulphate  of  zinc,  the  latter  two 
beiDg  very  poisonous  salts.  The  adulteration  of  those  two 
primary  articles  of  food,  he  said,  was  extinct.  Milk  waa 
still  to  be  found  falsified,  but  not  to  the  extent  which  ob- 
tained at  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

A  Credit  to  the  Parish. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Bethnal  Green  Vestry  last  week  a 
motion  to  grant  permission  to  Messrs  Allen  &  Hanburys  to 
erect  a  boundary-wall  near  their  works,  enclosing  a  certain 
proportion  of  public  land,  was  considered.  The  proposal 
was  that  the  firm  should  agree  to  give  up  the  land  so  en- 
closed on  six  months'  notice  from  the  vestry,  and  should 
pay  10s  per  annum  rent.  There  was  some  opposition, 
which  was,  however,  withdrawn,  Mr.  Barnard  (pharma- 
ceutical chemist),  one  of  the  Guardians,  stating  that  the  firm 
was  a  credit  to  the  parish,  and  by  doing  this  the  vestry 
would  give  the  opportunity  of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys 
employing  a  number  of  the  unemployed  at  present  in  Bethnal 
Green. 

Fires. 

A  slight  fire  occurred  at  Preston  on  th«  evening  of  Novem- 
ber 10  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  John  Wilson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Church  Street.    Not  much  damage  was  done. 

A  fire  occurred  at  the  back  of  the  shop  occupied  by  Day's 
Southern  Drug  Company  at  178  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  London, 
on  November  13.  The  staircase  was  damaged,  but  the 
reports  published  about  the  fire  in  the  evening  papers  were 
much  exaggerated. 

On  November  11  an  alarm  of  fire  was  raised  from  tha 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  Wilson  Metcalfe,  High  Street,  Chelmsford, 
a.  boy  in  Mr.  Metcalfe's  employ  observed  that  the  tap  of  a 
40-gallon  methylated-spirit  tank  was  alight.  An  assistant 
was  called,  who  put  it  out. 

The  six-floor  building  containing  the  warehouse  and 
offices  of  Messrs.  Butler  &  Crispe,  wholesale  sundriesmen 
and  patent- medicine  dealers,  82  Cierkenwell  Road,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  early  on  Tuesday  morning.  About  4  A.m. 
thick  volumes  of  smoke  were  seen  issuing  from  the  upper 
floors  of  the  building,  and  in  spite  of  the  rapid  arrival  of 
seven  hydrants  from  Holborn  and  Clerkenwell,  the  upper 
part  of  the  building  was  entirely  burned  out,  while  the  first 
and  second,  as  well  as  the  ground  flcor,  with  their  contents, 
were  severely  damaged  by  fire  and  water.  Large  stocks  of 
eau  de  Cologne,  lavender-water,  and  other  scents  were  stored 
in  the  upper  floors,  and  when  seized  by  the  Sames  spread 
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through  the  neighbourhood  a  pleasanter  aroma  than  usually 
pervades  this  portion  of  London.  They  added  greatly  to 
the  intensity  of  the  fire,  however,  and  several  firemen  had 
narrow  escapes  from  death  by  falling  wreckage.  The  new 
chief  officer  of  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Brigade  (Commander 
Wells)  was  conveyed  to  the  scene  in  a  van  containing  about 
1,000  feet  of  extra  hose  for  use  in  case  of  emergency.  The 
surrounding  buildings  were  but  slightly  injured.  A  C.  ft  D. 
representative  called  at  the  wrecked  premises  a  few  hours 
after  the  fire  and  saw  Mr.  Crispe,  who  did  not  care  to  give 
him  any  information.  The  ground  floor  was  in  the  bands  of 
salvage  men.  Odd  lots  of  proprietary  goods  were  heaped 
up  in  the  corners,  and  water  dripped  down  heavily  from  the 
upper  portion  of  the  building.  The  cause  of  the  fire  is 
unknown,  and  no  particulars  regarding  insurance  have  yet 
been  forthcoming. 

Accident  to  a  Chemist. 

While  Mr.  C.  H.  F.  Minhinnick,  chemist,  of  the  Mi  1- 
bay  Road,  Plymouth,  was  ridiog  along  the  road  near 
March  Mills  on  Monday  last,  bis  horse  bolted,  and  after 
careering  madly  along  the  road  for  some  distance,  finished 
up  by  throwing  its  rider  into  the  china-clay  works  adjoining 
the  main  road.  A  carman,  who  happened  to  be  passing, 
found  Mr.  Minhinnick  in  an  unconscious  state  and  had  him 
conveyed  by  train  to  Plymouth.  The  injuries  to  the  back 
were  serious  and  the  system  sustained  a  severe  shock,  but 
the  patient  is  progressing  favourably. 

The  Charge  of  Eobbary  from  a  Chemist. 

At  Greeuwich  Police  Court,  on  November  12,  before  Mr. 
Marsham,  David  Frederick  Nevill  (28),  p'umber  and  gas- 
fitter,  and  George  Hinds  (17),  bicycle-maber,  were  charged 
on  remand  with  being  concerned  together  in  stealing  on 
September  22,  from  a  show-case  at  Blackheath  Village,  some 
cycle-accessories,  value  31.  5s.,  the  property  of  Messrs. 
William  Butcher  &  Son,  chemists  and  cycle-agents.  Hinds's 
defence  was  that  he  bought  the  articles  from  Nevill,  who 
said  he  purchased  them  from  a  man  who  came  from  Old 
Ford.  Mr.  Scard,  for  the  defence,  called  several  witnesses, 
including  the  Rev.  A.  Campbell  Gray,  who  gave  Nevill  an 
excellent  character.  Mr.  Marsham,  after  a  loDg  hearing, 
said  if  Nevill  was  not  guilty,  Hinds  was  innocent,  and  dis- 
charged both. 

Charge  of  Obtaining  Money  by  False  Pretences. 

At  the  Manchester  City  Police  Court,  on  Monday,  a  com- 
mercial traveller  named  Francis  Russell  was  charged  with 
obtaining  moneys,  as  commission  on  sham  orders,  from  the 
Miles  Platting  Oil  and  Chemical  Company.  The  prisoner 
had  been  ia  the  employ  of  the  complainants'  firm  since 
August  21  last,  and,  it  was  alleged,  had  sent  into  the  firm 
bogus  orders,  on  which  he  had  obtained  commissions 
Russell,  who  had  disappeared  when  trouble  was  coming 
upon  him,  had  been  arrested  on  a  warrant.  He  was  remanded 
for  a  week. 

How  to  Influence  the  Proprietors. 
Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne,  of  "emulsion"  notoiiety,  sent 
postcards  last  week  to  the  chemists  of  Plymouth  and  neigh- 
bourhood intimating  that,  as  they  intended  to  bill  the 
district,  they  recommended  all  chemists  to  stock  their  article 
to  supply  the  anticipated  demand.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
local  Association  it  was  resolved  that,  as  there  was  little  or 
no  profit  on  the  said  article,  the  firm  should  be  apprised  of 
the  feelings  of  the  chemists  on  the  subject.  The  result  was 
that  the  following  memorial  was  signed  by  upwards  of  forty 
chemists  in  business,  and  forwarded  to  the  firm's  head- 
quarters :  —

Messrs.  Scott  &  Bowne  (Limited). 
Gextltmen',— In  reply  to  your  postcard  of  November  4,  we  the  under- 
signed, chemists  in  business,  beg  to  point  out  that,  as  your  preparation  is 
not  protected,  as  far  ai  the  interests  of  the  retailer  are  concerned,  and  is 
listed  and  being  sold  in  these  towns  at  prices  quite  unremunerative — 
namely,  the  2s.  6d.  size  for  Is.  Sd.  an  i  the  4s.  6<?.  size  for  3s.  3<7.— we  consider 
that  until  the  price  is  protected  so  as  to  give  us  a  legitimate  profit  on  tin 
8arae,  you  cannot  expect  us  to  take  any  interest  whatever  in  the  sale 
thereof,  or  blame  us  it  we  in  self-defence  endeavour  to  use  our  influence 
with  the  medical  profession  and  our  customers  to  use  other  preparations  of 
a  s:m!Jar  kir.d. 


Given  the  necessary  protection  of  our  interest?,  we  shall  be  pleased  to 
cordially  co-operate.  On  the  other  hand,  if  this  protection  be  withheld, 
we  must  seriously  consider  the  advisability  of  continuing  to  stock  your 
preparation  at  all.  We  ars,  Gentlemen,  yours  sincerely.

Dr.  Adams  and  Beeswax. 

Dr.  Matthew  Algernon  Adams,  of  Maidstone,  the  Kent 
public  analyst,  in  his  quarterly  report  to  the  Kent  County 
Council,  refers  to  the  recent  decision  in  the  High  Court 
respecting  the  sale  of  beeswax  by  a  country  grocer,  by  which 
the  action  of  the  Cranbrook  Justices  in  dismissing  the  case, 
on  the  ground  that  the  article  was  not  sold  as  a  drug,  was 
upheld.  Dr.  Adams  says  :  "This  decision  would  not  govern 
the  case  of  a  chemist  selling  certain  kinds  of  beeswax  as  an 
ingredient  in  or  vehicle  for  drugs,  and  samples  of  such  bees- 
wax should  be  taken  by  the  inspectors  for  analysis  as 
before." 

Chemists  at  Football. 

Pharmaceutical  Football  Club  v.  Bryanstone. — This  match 
was  played  on  Saturday  last  at  Wormholt  Farm.  Scores  : — 
Pharmaceutical  2,  Bryanstone  1.  T^am :  Lean  (coal), 
Jone3  and  Surfleet  (backs),  Nelson,  Webster,  and  Smith 
(balf-backs),  Happold,  Jackson,  Fothergill  (centre),  Tebbutt, 
and  Day  (forwards). 

A  match  was  played  on  Saturday  last  at  Wormwood 
Scrubbs between  Barronetta  F.C.  (Barron,  Harveys  &  Co.)  and 
Bridewell  F.C.  After  a  very  rough  game,  owing  to  the 
heavy  rain  and  the  consequent  bad  light,  Birronetta  came 
out  winners  by  4  goals  to  nil. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

A  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  was  held  at 
16  Blcomsbury  Square  on  Wednesday,  November  11. 
Present :  Mr.  W.  Martindale  (Vice-President),  in  the  chair ; 
Messrs.  Atkin3  and  Hills  (Vice-Presidents),  Mr.  Moss 
(Treasurer),  Messrs.  Bird,  White,  and  Umney,  Messrs.  Naylor 
and  Ransom  (Hon.  General  Secretaries),  and  Mr.  Nightingale 
(Assistant  Secretary).  Letters  regretting  inability  to  attend 
were  read  from  the  President  and  Messrs  Ewing,  Wells, 
Farr,  Foster,  Wardlewortb,  Wright,  and  Coull. 

A  communication  had  been  received  from  Mr.  Russell 
(Hon.  Local  Secretary)  suggesting  August  2  or  August  9 
as  a  suitable  date  for  commencing  the  meeting  of  the 
Conference  at  Glasgow  in  1897.  It  was  decided  to  meet  on 
August  9. 

Some  correspondence  was  read  between  Mr.  A.  C. 
Abraham,  of  Liverpool,  and  the  senior  Hon.  General  Secre- 
tary on  the  question  as  to  whether  members  are  entitled  to 
send  copies  of  papers  read  at  the  Conference  to  the  editors 
of  journals  for  publication  in  extenso.  A  resolution  was 
passed  affirming  that  all  such  pipers  are  the  exclusive  pro- 
perty of  the  Conference,  and  should  be  available  only  for 
publication  in  full  in  the  official  report  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  Year- book. 

Resolutions  were  passed  expressing  the  deep  regret  with 
which  members  of  the  executive  learnt  of  the  deaths  of 
Professor  Markoe,  of  Boston,  U.S.A.,  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Conference,  and  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Mason,  of  New  York,  a 
former  Honorary  Colonial  Secretary.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  send  letters  of  condolence  to  the  relatives. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Moss,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hills,  and 
unanimously  resolved,  that  a  very  cordial  vote  of  thanks  be 
passed  to  the  local  committee  at  Liverpool  for  their  generous 
donation  of  201.  to  the  funds  of  the  Conference. 

Twenty-one  gentlemen,  having  been  duly  nominated,  were 
elected  to  membership. 

Fifty  Grains  of  Cocaine  for  a  Dose. 

Mr.  Troutbeck,  the  Westminster  Coroner,  held  an  inquest 
on  Wednesday  regardirg  the  death  of  Alma  Meritt  (22),  a 
woman  of  exceptional  beauty  and  the  wife  of  Mr.  George 
William  Meritt,  of  New  York,  who  died  in  the  Hotel  Cecil 
under  mysterious  circumstances.  From  the  evidence  of  the 
husband  it  appears  that  Mrs.  Meritt  was  a  Roumanian  by 
birth,  and  that  the  couple  had  been  married  only  three 
months.  Mrs.  Meritt  suffered  from  toothache,  and  in  her 
pain  she  had  swallowed  the  remedies  which  she  had  been 
applying.    D\  G.  E.  Haslip,  who  was  called  in  when  Mrs. 
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Meritt's  condition  was  discovered,  said  that  deceased 
admitted  that  she  had  swallowed  chloroform  liniment.  She 
refused  to  take  an  emetic,  and  he  injected  brandy  and 
stryehnine,  using  also  other  remedies  without  effect.  He 
suspected  cocaine  poisoning,  and  the  symptoms  were  con- 
sistent with  that  suspicion.  Dr.  Stuart  Oliver,  a  dentist,  of 
207  Piccadilly,  said  he  had  attended  Mrs.  Meritt  in  January 
last  at  Nice.  He  had  seen  her  6everal  times  quite  recently,  and 
noticed  that  she  suffered  much  from  neuralgia.  He  recom- 
mended her  to  try  quinine,  but  he  did  not  think  she  followed 
his  advice.  On  Saturday  la9t,  while  having  tea  with  him,  she 
almost  screamed  with  toothache.  She  asked  him  to  give 
her  some  cocaine,  and  they  called  at  his  place,  where  he  put 
two  or  three  crystals  on  a  piece  of  cotton- woil  into  her  tooth. 
Before  washing  his  hands  he  put  the  cocaine-bottle,  which 
contained  about  50  gr.,  in  his  drawer,  and  he  then  saw  her 
to  the  Hotel  Cecil  in  a  cab.  When  he  was  called  there  later 
on  he  was  startled  to  find  his  cocaine-bottle  in  her  possession, 
and  that  she  had  taken  the  contents  all  but  about  10  gr. 
The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  the  unfortunate  lady  had 
taken  a  record  dose  of  cocaine.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  suicide. 

A  Begging  Chemist. 

At  the  Torquay  Police  Court  this  week,  George  Tumer, 
formerly  a  chemist,  but  now  a  tramp,  was  sent  to  prison  for 
fourteen  days  for  begging  at  Babbacomb3  on  the  previous 
day. 

Charge  against  a  Traveller. 

At  East  Grinstead  Police-court,  on  November  13,  Alfred 
Charles  Potter,  until  recently  a  traveller  in  the  employ  of 
the  Celladema  Company  of  Veterinary  Chemists,  East  Grin- 
stead,  was  charged  with  making  a  false  entry  of  the  accounts 
of  the  company  on  or  about  October  24.  The  accused,  it 
appeared,  went  out  with  a  van  to  sell  what  he  could,  both 
to  the  trade  and  to  private  customers.  He  was  allowed  a 
salary,  commission,  and  expenses.  He  was  recalled  when  at 
Derby,  and  he  made  out  a  cash  account  showing  stock  on 
■that  day  worth  26Z.  17*.  Evidence  was  given  that  the  stock 
was  then  worth  only  19Z.  14s.  6d.  Prisoner  contended  that 
he  had  used  certain  articles  on  the  company's  horse  and 
other  people's  for  advertising  purposes.  After  a  remand, 
Mr.  Allingbam,  who  appeared  for  the  company,  stated  that 
having  regard  to  the  unfortunate  position  in  which  prisoner 
-was  placed,  having  a  wife  and  children,  his  clients  desired  to 
withdraw  from  the  prosecution,  subject  to  an  expression  of 
regret  by  the  prisoner.  Accused  expressed  his  sorrow,  and 
the  Bench  consented  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  prosecution. 

Inquest  on  a  Manufacturing  Chemist's  Foreman. 

On  November  18  Mr.  Braxton  Hicks  held  an  inquest  at 
Wandsworth  on  the  body  of  Walter  Henry  Mills  (35),  a 
manufacturing  chemist's  foreman.  Deceased  had  been  en- 
gaged for  some  time  past  in  manufacturing  a  sheep-wash, 
composed  of  arsenic  and  other  poisons,  and  whilst  engaged 
at  the  "mixing  "wore  a  mask.  He  had  lately  complained 
of  pains  in  his  stomach.  On  November  15  he  lefj  home  at 
1  p.m.  and  went  to  a  neighbouring  inn  Whilst  there  he 
dropped  in  a  fit.  He  was  taken  home,  and  died  later  in  the 
day.  Dr.  E.  M.  Wilkes,  who  had  made  a  post  mortem 
examination,  attributed  death  to  uremic  convulsions  and 
kidney- disease  There  was  no  trace  of  any  poison  in  the 
stomach.  A  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence 
•was  returned. 

Stealing  a  Syphon. 

A  woman  was  charged  at  the  Manchester  City  Police 
■Court,  on  November  14,  with  stealing  a  syphon  of  lemonade 
from  Mr.  J.  B.  Williams,  chemist,  42  Brook  Street,  Chorlton- 
on-Medlock,  Manchester.  The  evidence  showed  that  the 
prisoner  went  to  Mr.  Williams's  shop  late  on  Friday  evening 
and  dropped  a  coin  on  to  the  floor,  and  whilst  searching  for 
it  hid  the  syphon  under  her  shawl.  She  asked  Mr.  Williams 
to  keep  open  a  few  minutes,  as  she  would  come  back  and 
wanted  to  speak  to  him.  A  customer  having  seen  her  take 
■the  syphon,  mentioned  it  to  Mr.  William?,  and  the  two 
waited  for  the  woman's  reappearance.  She  returned  in 
about  three  minutes  with  the  empty  syphon,  and  requested 
the  return  of  the  2s  which  she  said  had  been  left  as  a 
■deposit.  She  was  then  given  into  custody.  Another  wit- 
ness swore  to  seeiDg  the  woman  empty  th9  syphon  into  the 


gutter.  She  pleaded  guilty,  and  wasi  sentenced  to  three 
months'  hard  labour. 

Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 

The  following  are  the  articles  which  have  been  added  to 
the  P.A.T.A.  protected  list  duiing  the  past  month  : — Aston's 
sovereign  embrocation,  Benbow's  dog-mixture,  Geraudel's 
pastilles,  Haine's  golden  specific,  Kearsley's  original  Widow 
Welch's  pills,  Vitalia  meat-jrrce,  Webster's  Manilla  paper. 


A  Clergyman  Killed — Aconite  in  an  Unlabelled 
Neuralgia  remedy. 
At  Dublin,  on  November  11,  an  inquest  was  held  by  the 
City  Coroner  on  the  body  of  the  Rav.  William  J.  Warren 
Boyd,  LL  B.,  enrate  of  Trinity  Church,  who  died  the  pre- 
vious evening  from  the  effects  of  poison.  Mr.  Boyd  had 
been  suffering  from  a  cold,  and  took,  as  he  believed,  some 
rum  to  cure  his  ailment.  It  proved,  however,  that  he  had 
by  accident  drunk  some  liquid  from  a  bottle  labelled 
"  Wallace's  Specific,  No.  1. — 4  Albany  Terrace,  London, 
N.W.,"  and  it  was  stated  by  the  medical  men  that  this  con- 
tained aconite.  The  bottle  was  not  labelled  "  Poison."  The 
Coroner  said  it  had  been  stated  to  him  that  some  nostrum 
had  been  given  to  the  deceased  by  some  unauthorised 
person  without  technical  skill.  Things  were  often  recom- 
mended by  persons  who  knew  nothing  whatever  about  them. 
This  deadly  poison  was  issued  by  a  firm  in  London  without 
a  label  of  "  Poison  "  or  other  precaution.  There  was  nothing 
to  indicate  that  the  contents  were  that  most  deadly  poison 
— aconite.  Dr.  Woods  and  Dr.  Kedmond,  who  were  called  to 
deceased,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  symptoms,  and  of  what- 
treatment  they  had  adopted.  The  symptoms,  they  agreed, 
presented  the  classic  symptoms  of  aconite.  Dr.  Woods 
said  he  tested  the  contents  of  the  bottle  physiologically, 
and  was  satisfied  that  the  mixture  contained  aconite.  Dr. 
Redmond  said  it  was  a  poison  of  such  a  character  that  it 
should  never  be  used  except  in  skilled  hands.  There  was 
no  poison-label  on  the  bottle.  It  was  against  the  law  to 
send  out  such  things  without  a  poison-label.  Mr.  Henry  R. 
McGinness,  Drumcondra,  deposed  that  the  bottle  produced 
came  from  London,  and  was  in  his  possession  from  Monday 
morning  until  Tuesday  evening.  He  procured  it  from 
London  at  Mr.  Boyd's  request.  About  three  weeks  ago  Mr. 
Boyd  said  his  sister  was  suffering  from  neuralgia,  and 
witness  recommended  the  specific.  Witness  received  the 
bottle  full  of  fluid  and  labelled  as  it  was.  Witness 
previously  gave  the  deceased  another  bottle,  telling  him 
that  he  was  to  use  10  drops  in  lemon -water.  Witness  was 
not  a  doctor,  but  he  knew  the  mixture  to  be  efficacious. 
He  did  not  know  the  nature  of  the  contents,  nor  did  he 
know  that  it  was  poisonous.  In  giving  it  to  the  servant  he 
told  her  not  to  take  it  out  of  the  parcel.  He  knew  several 
persons  who  used  it,  and  none  of  them  knew  it  was  poison. 
He  believed  the  maker  was  a  very  old  man,  and  that  it  was 
in  use  for  the  past  thirty  years  for  neuralgia  He  was 
never  cautioned  about  the  medicine.  He  had  no  interest  in 
it.  He  first  heard  of  it  from  his  brother,  who  had  consulted 
Mr.  Wallace.  He  did  not  believe  Mr.  Wallace  was  a  doctor. 
He  understood  he  called  himself  "  Professor,"  and  that  he 
was  a  vegetarian.  Witness  produced  a  pamphlet  on  the 
subject  of  the  remedy,  purporting  to  be  published  by  Mrs. 
C  E  Hunt  Wallace,  entitled  "  Lex  et  Lux,"  which  contained 
directions  as  to  the  use  of  the  "  Wallace  Specific."  The 
Coroner  said  he  would  impound  the  bottle,  and  he  hoped 
the  witness  would  not  again  recommend  the  remedy. 
Under  various  Acts  of  Parliament  no  one  was  allowed  to 
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vend  poisons  without  them  bearing  a  label  which  would  be 
plainly  recognisable.  Only  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  were  entitled  to  vend 
poisons  at  all.  Those  people,  when  they  sold  poisons,  made 
a  record  of  the  sale,  and  properly  labelled  the  bottles 
a3  poison.  He  believed  the  jury  would  not  be  wrong 
— he  did  not  know  that  it  would  be  effectual — if  they 
brought  in  a  verdict  of  manslaughter  against  the  vendor  of 
the  poison.  The  vendor  was  perfectly  unauthorised  to  sell 
poison,  and  he  (the  Coroner)  hop  =  d  that  it  would  come  to 
be  known  by  all  men  that  "  Wallace's  No.  1  Specific  "  had 
at  least  caused  one  death,  and  that  the  public  would  give  it 
a  wide  berth.  The  jury  returned  a  veidict  accordingly,  and 
stroDgly  condemned  the  selling  of  a  poison  so  deadly  with- 
out its  being  properly  labelled  and  without  the  purchaser 
being  cautioned  as  to  its  nature,  and  they  hoped  that  the 
authorities  would  deal  as  stringently  as  the  law  permitted 
with  the  vendor  of  the  specific  in  question.  They  expressed 
deep  sympathy  with  the  relatives  of  the  deceased.

Edwards's  Desiccated  Soup. 
In  the  Rolls  Court,  Dublin,  last  week,  it  was  stated  that 
the  liquidator  of  the  firm  of  Frederick  King  &  Co.  (Edwards's 
Desiccated  Soup  Company),  Belfast,  had  sold  the  business  as 
a  goicg  concern  for  the  sum  of  60.00CH.  The  Master  of  the 
Rolls  said  the  liquidation  had  been  carried  out  expeditiously, 
and  he  would  ascertain  if  it  were  possible  to  allow  the  cost 
of  the  liquidation  on  a  higher  scale  than  that  already  fixed. 

Still  Progressing. 
The  Belfast  Harbour  Commissioners  in  their  quarterly 
statement  of  goods  imported  into  and  exported  from  the 
Port  of  Belfast,  state  that  ia  the  past  three  months,  as  com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year,  the  ex- 
ports of  mineral  waters  have  increased  by  139  tons,  and  the 
imports  by  36  tons. 

Drugs  Eeturned  to  a  Drug  contractor. 

The  Mountmellick  Board  of  Guardians  having  had  some 
drugs  supplied  under  contract  reported  on  unfavourably  by 
Sir  Charles  Cameron,  the  contractors  demurred  to  his  opinion, 
and  in  a  strong  letter  asserted  that  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia did  not  provide  any  standard.  The  Guardians  closed 
the  incident  by  returning  the  supplies  complained  of  to  the 
contractors,  and  expressed  their  confidence  in  Sir  Charles 
Cameron.  The  Local  Government  Board  approve  of  this 
course,  and  write  suggesting  that  the  Guardians  might 
terminate  the  contract  altogether.

Dr.  Campbell  Black,  of  Glasgow,  one  of  the  Scotch  candi- 
dates for  the  General  Medical  Council,  having  read  our 
comments  on  the  coming  election,  is  good  enough  to  send 
us  a  copy  of  his  address,  which  we  stated  we  had  not  seen. 
We  are  sorry  and  a  little  surprisad  to  fiad  that  the  doctor 


takes  as  wide  a  view  of  the  rights  of  medical  practitioners 
and  as  narrow  a  view  of  the  rights  of  people  outside  as  do 
the  majority  of  the  English  candidates. 

Mr.  James  Anderson  F.R.P.S.,  of  Messrs.  Anderson  &  Co., 
wholesa'e  manufacturing  chemists,  Edinburgh,  has  been 
elected  an  assistant  of  the  Edinburgh  Merchant  Company, 
in  virtoe  of  which  cffice  he  becomes  a  governor  of  George 
Watson's  Hospital  and  Colleges,  Daniel  Stewart's  Hospital 
and  College,  James  Gillespie's  Hospital  and  Schools,  and 
trustee  of  the  late  Mr.  George  Grindlay,  and  also  governor  of 
the  late  Mr.  Watberston's  endowment. 

Dr.  Campbell  Black  on  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist." 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Glasgow  on  Wednesday  evening  to 
consider  the  Scotch  representation  on  the  General  Medical 
Council  Dr.  Campbell  Black  spoke.  He  said  it  was  a  little 
amusing  to  find  how  he  was  described  in  some  of  the  news- 
papers. In  one,  for  instance— a  quasi- medical  newspaper — 
(A  voice:  "Name.") — The  Chemist  and  Druggist — he 
bad  been  spoken  of  as  "  that  fire-eating  Glasgow  malcontent, 
whose  hand  was  against  everybody  and  everything." 
(Laughter.)  That  was  a  distinct  libel.  He  was  proud  of 
his  iconoclasm  so  far  as  his  attitude  towards  everything  un- 
fair, dishonourable,  and  oppressive  was  concerned.  At  the 
same  time,  if  he  knew  himself  and  his  capability  of  forming 
a  judgment,  he  was  a  Conservative  towards  that  which  was. 
fair  and  true.  He  went  on  to  state  that  he  thought  Dr. 
Bruce,  the  present  representative,  had  not  efficiently  repre- 
sented the  profession  in  Scotland.  He  then  stated  his  owe 
views  at  some  length.

The  New  Pharmacy  Law. — A  report  on  the  new  law- 
has  just  been  handed  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  by  M. 
Duval,  member  for  the  Haute  Sivoie.  There  appears  to  be 
a  prospect  of  the  subject  being  discussed  again  during  the 
present  Parliamentary  session,  and  perhaps  of  being  Anally 
passed. 

Patent  Medicines. — A  committee  has  been  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  reporting  on  the  advisability  of  suppressing 
article  3  of  the  law  of  July  5,  1844,  concerning  patents, 
according  to  which  pharmaceutical  preparations  or  remedies 
of  any  kind  cannot  be  patented  in  France.  The  members  of 
this  committee  are  MM.  Cornil,  Bourgoin,  Riche,  Proust, 
and  Jungfleisch. 

A  Chemist  of  Note. — M.  Alphonse  E.  Combes,  of  the 
Paris  Faculty  of  Sciences,  died  on  Thursday,  November  4, 
while  out  bicycling.  He  fell  from  his  machine,  and 
though  he  was  at  once  picked  up  by  passers-by,  he  had 
already  expired.  Death  was  attributed  to  inflammation  of 
the  luogs.  During  the  past  twelve  years  M.  Combes  has  been 
successively  connected  with  th<>  chemical  laboratories  of  the 
Paris  Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  Ejole  des  Hautes  Etudes,  and 
lastly  the  Faculty  of  Sciences. 

A  Doubtful  Peactice. — Some  Paris  pharmacists  have 
recently  found  that  one  or  more  of  the  less  important  dealers 
in  patent  medicines  have  delivered  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties on  which  the  word  "  Sample,"  printed  with  an  india- 
rubber  stamp,  has  been  scratched  out,  or  in  some  cases  only 
pattly  so.  It  is  known  that  manufacturers  of  specialities 
distribute  samples  with  considerable  liberality  to  doctors, 
and  it  is  supposed  that  in  many  cases  these  have  been 
collected,  or,  perhaps,  bought  at  a  low  price,  and  sold  to  the 
pharmacists. 

The  Alcohol  Question. — In  the  course  of  the  discussion 
last  week  on  the  proposed  new  law  regulating  the  sale  of 
alcohol,  the  Senate  fixed  the  duties  on  acetic  acid  of 
chemical  origin  manufactured  in  France  as  follows: — 
(1)  Acetic  acid,  or  dilutions  of  acetic  acid  containing  8  per 
cent  of  acid  and  below,  lOf  :  9  t  >  12  per  cent,  of  acid,  15f. ; 
13  to  16  per  cent,  of  acid,  20 f. ;  17  to  30  per  cent  of  acid. 
37f. ;  more  than  40  per  cent,  of  acid  will  pay  105  f.  (2) 
Crystallised  acetic  acid  in  a  solid  state  will  pay  125f.  per 
100  kilogrammes.    The  same  duties  will  be  charged  inde- 
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pendently  of  Custom-house  duties  on  acetic  acids,  dilutions 
of  acetic  acid,  and  crystallised  acetic  acid  imported  from 
abroad. 

M.  Moissan  was  the  object  of  a  good  deal  of  attention  at 
the  Academy  of  Sciences  last  Monday,  on  his  return  from 
the  United  States  after  an  absence  of  several  months.  He 
was  much  congratulated  on  the  distinction  conferred  on  him 
by  the  Royal  Society  in  the  form  of  the  Davy  gold  medal, 
in  recognition  of  his  well  known  chemical  researches. 

The  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  —At  this  month's 
meeting  M.  Portes  read  a  paper,  by  M.  Vadam,  pharmacist, 
St.  Louis  Hospital,  on  the  identification  of  alkaloids  by  the 
micro-crystalline  forms  obtained  by  means  of  reagents.  In 
criticising  the  paper,  M.  Burcker  remarked  that  the  results 
of  similar  researches  have  already  been  published  by  MM. 
Strohl  and  Hellig.  M  Bourguelot  drew  attention  to  the 
pharmaceutical  interest  of  substances  at  present  known  as 
"  oxidising  ferments."  He  explained  that  certain  galenical 
preparations  contain  such  ferments,  and  said  he  expected  to 
obtain  some  new  ideas  regarding  manufacturing  processes 
from  his  experiments.  M.  Bonr^uelot  read  another  paper, 
by  M.  Bourgault  and  himself,  r?girding  a  series  of  reactions 
of  hydrocyanic  acid,  similar  to  that  given  by  the  acid  and 
tincture  of  guaiacum. 

Suggestions  for  a  Pharmacy  Act. — The  Syndicate  of 
Pharmacists  of  the  Crease  have  addressed  a  circular  to  the 
members  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  view  of  the  coming 
debate  on  the  proposed  new  pharmacy  law.  After  reviewing 
the  present  state  of  pharmacy  in  France  owing  to  "  cutting  " 
and  competition,  they  urge  the  following  suggestions : — 
(1)  Every  pharmacist  should  be  bound  to  deliver  in  his 
officine  only  such  medicaments  as  bear  his  own  label  or 
trade-mark,  exception  being  made  for  serums  and  mineral 
waters.  (2)  All  advertisements  should  be  prohibited  in  any 
publications,  other  than  professional  or  scientific  reviews,  of 
preparations  or  products  represented  to  have  a  medicinal  or 
curative  action.  This  prohibition  should  also  apply  to 
prospectuses,  pamphlets,  posters,  &c,  sent  for  the  purpose 
■of  advertising  the  sale  of  one  or  more  medicinal  prepara- 
tions. It  is  not  proposed  that  this  measure  should  apply  to 
advertisements,  pamphlets,  scientific  or  professional  reviews, 
&c.,  intended  for  circulation  amongst  doctors,  pharmacists, 
veterinary  surgeons,  &c.  (3)  The  right  of  veterinary  surgeons 
to  supply  medicaments  for  animals  should  be  suppressed, 
this  permission  being  in  direct  competition  with  veterinary 
pharmacy.  (4)  It  should  be  illegal  for  religious  bodies  to 
manufacture,  advertise,  or  offer  for  sale  any  medicine  of 
whatever  kind. 

At  the  Pasteur  Institute. — While  at  the  Pasteur  Insti- 
tute a  day  or  two  ago  a  C.  S;  B.  representative  noticed  that 
the  founder's  tomb  is  now  nearly  finished.  The  sarcophagus 
is  of  two  massive  blocks  of  polished  Scotch  granite,  bearing 
simply  the  legend,  "  Pasteur,  1822-1895."  The  walls,  floor, 
and  ceiling,  however,  are  covered  with  mosaics,  and  dogs, 
rabbits,  fowls,  sheep,  silkworms,  vines,  &c,  are  introduced 
into  the  frieze.  The  dates  of  Pasteur's  discoveries  are 
inscribed  on  large  slabs  of  veined  marble.  The  angels  on 
the  cupola,  by  Luc  Olivier  Merson,  the  well-known  artist  of 
medieval  subjects,  are  exquisite  compositions,  and  are  alone 
worth  going  to  see.  M.  Prevost,  the  veterinarian  who  has 
charge  of  the  Garches  Institute,  mentioned  that  the  serum 
services  are  now  in  full  operation  at  Marseilles,  Rouen, 
Avignon,  and  Lille,  as  well  as  Paris.  From  Garches  alone 
8,000  bottles  of  the  serum  are  sent  out  weekly.  Dr.  Roux 
has  just  returned  from  a  long  holiday  in  the  Charente,  and 
looks  much  better  for  the  change.  He  is  working  and  study- 
ing harder  than  ever ;  the  life  he  leads  is  almost  hermit-like. 
The  hero  of  the  hour  at  the  Pasteur  Institute  is  Dr.  Duclaux, 
the  director,  on  account  of  his  book  on  the  life  and  dis- 
coveries of  Pasteur  that  has  just  been  published.  The 
C.  D.  representative  was  fortunate  enough  to  also  meet 
Dr.  Marmoreck,  the  Austrian,  whose  remedies  for  puerperal 
fever  and  streptococcic  diseases  have  brought  him  into  pro- 
minence ;  likewise  Dr.  Metchnikoff,  the  Russian,  who  is 
experimenting  diligently  on  the  subject  of  cholera.  Mme. 
Metchnikoff  assists  him  in  his  laboratory  work.  Altogether, 
the  Pasteur  Institute  has  the  appearance  of  a  veritable  bee- 
hive of  industrious  working.

McGill  University,  Montreal,  is  to  have  one  of  the 
finest  chemistry  laboratories  in  the  world.  Mr.  W.  M. 
McDonald  has  given  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  to  construct 
it,  and  work  has  commenced. 

Russia  Boycotts  Elliman. — By  order  of  the  Russian 
Department  of  Customs  the  importatioa  into  Russia  of  the 
"  foreign  prepared  medicament  known  as  Elliman's  universal 
embrocation  "  has  been  prohibited. 

Pharmacy  in  Egypt. — A  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
been  formed  at  Alexandria  in  Egypt.  Almost  all  the  local 
pharmacists  have  become  members,  and  a  German  chemist, 
Mr.  Von  Huber,  has  been  elected  President. 

Dorp  at  University. — It  is  said  that  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment contemplate  the  total  abolition  of  the  University  of 
Dorpat,  as  it  is  found  that  the  stringent  regulations  adopted 
for  the  resuscitation  of  that  seat  o£  learning  have  been  in- 
effective. 

A  British  Drug-store  in  China. — The  work  of  the 
Mission  Hospital  at  Ch'ing-choo-fu,  Shantung,  China,  has 
increased  considerably  of  late,  and  it  has  therefore  been 
decided  to  start,  in  connection  with  the  Mission,  and  in  its 
neighbourhood,  a  pharmacy  where  the  drugs  most  constantly 
used  are  compounded  by  a  trained  native  chemist  and  sold 
at  a  little  more  than  cost-price,  the  profit  going  towards  the 
payment  of  the  coft  of  the  Mission.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Watson 
(the  lady  also  holds  a  medical  degree),  who  are  the  mission- 
aries in  charge  at  Ch'ing-choo-fu,  have  found  the  demand 
for  remedies  at  their  pharmacy  to  exceed  their  expectations. 

Fatal  Fire. — By  the  fire  which  occurred  at  Scott  & 
Bowne's  factory  in  Bellville,  Ontario,  last  month,  Mr.  Lewis 
W.  Yeomans,  Phar.Doc,  lost  his  life.  He  had  gone  to  the 
factory  (which  was  under  his  control)  early  on  the  morning 
of  October  19,  and  it  is  supposed  that  while  walking  through 
one  of  the  floors  with  a  lighted  lamp  in  his  bauds,  he  had 
slipped  and  fallen  upon  his  head,  so  that  he  became  insen- 
sible. When  he  recovered  consciousness  he  found  the  place 
in  flames,  and  while  attempting  to  subdue  them  was 
asphyxiated.  Although  the  factory  was  destroyed,  Mr. 
Yeomaus's  body  whsn  found  showed  no  trace  of  burning. 
Mr.  Yeomans  was  in  his  fifty-second  year,  and  was  a  highly- 
esteemed  pharmacist.  He  had  experience  of  both  retail  and 
wholesale  trade,  was  very  energetic,  having  five  drug-stores 
in  Bellville,  besides  doing  a  wholesale  trade.  He  was  the 
Canadian  manufacturer  of  Scott's  Emulsion  and  the  Kennedy 
preparations,  and  wa9  also  proprietor  of  the  Dominion  Herb 
Company  and  the  Ashley  Carriage  Company.  He  was  an 
active  worker  in  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  in 
1893  took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  at  Trinity 
College. 

Charge  Against  a  Pharmacist  in  Denmark  —One 
of  the  leading  pharmacists  in  Copenhagen,  the  proprietor 
of  the  St.  Paul's  Apotheke,  was  recently  sentenced  to 
fourteen  days'  imprisonment,  forfeiture  of  his  licence,  and 
a  fine  of  200  kroner  (about  HZ.),  for  having  persistently  sold 
medicaments  of  inferior  quality  than  ordered,  of  giviDg 
smaller  quantities  than  prescribed,  and  of  infringing  the 
regulations  in  respect  to  order  and  cleanliness  in  the  laws 
regulating  pharmacy  in  Denmark.  It  was  specially  charged 
against  him  that  he  was  in  the  habit  of  supplying  bottles  of 
a  capacity  10  per  cant,  less  than  the  quantity  of  medicines 
ordered  and  paid  for,  and  that  he  prepared  a  large  number 
of  articles  by  cheaper  methods,  and  of  commoner  drugs  than 
prescribed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  while  charging  the  highest 
rate  allowed  by  law.  Further,  that  some  time  ago,  when  a 
bottle  of  solution  of  liquorice  in  his  laboratory  broke  and  the 
contents  fell  upon  the  floor,  he  swept  the  whole  of  it  with  a 
dirty  broom  into  an  equally  dirty  tin,  and  thence  back 
again  into  an  empty  bottle  ;  and  that,  on  another  occasion, 
he  mopped  up  a  quantity  of  malt-extract  from  the  floor  with 
a  rag  and  squeezed  it  out  over  the  bulk.  Upon  appeal  the 
sentence  was  altered  to  one  of  simple  forfeiture  of  the 
pharmacy  licence. 
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imperial  institute. 

Mr.  W.  Crookes,  F.R  3.,  who  hi3  just  returned  from  a 
visit  to  South  Africa,  delivered  tha  first  of  tw>  illustrated 
lectures  on  "The  Diamond- mines  ot  Kimberley"  at  the 
Imperial  Institute  on  Monday  night.  Lorl  Loch,  for- 
merly High  Commissioner  for  South  Africa,  presided.  Mr. 
Crookes,  after  incidentally  observing  that  he  had  scien- 
tifically studied  diamonds  for  twenty  years,  said  that  the 
five  famous  diamond-mines  at  K'.mberley  are  contained 
in  a  circle  some  3|  miles  in  diametsr.  The  "  pipes," 
or  lodes,  are  irregularly  shaped,  round  or  oval,  extending 
vertically  downwards  to  an  unknown  depth,  but  retaining 
about  the  same  diameter  throughout.  Th<*y  are  said  to 
be  volcanic  "  necks,"  filled  from  below  with  an  hetero- 
geneous mixture  of  about  eighty  different  kinds  of  mineral?, 
and  in  this  "blue  clay"  the  diamoads  are  embedded. 
The  rock  encasing  these  "pipss"  is  called  "reef."  The 
"compound"  system  for  minimising  robberies  by  native 
miners  was  next  considered.  Within  the  "  compound  "  is 
the  store,  where  the  necessaries  of  life  are  supplied  to  tha 
natives  at  reduced  prices,  wood  and  water  biing  provided 
free  of  charge.  In  the  centre  the  swimmirg-baMi,  with 
fresh  water  running  through  it,  is  placed,  the  remaining 
space  being  devoted  to  recreation,  games,  concens,  an! 
other  amusements.  There  is  also  a  well-appointed  free 
hospitil.  The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  about  forty  optical- 
lantern  views. 


LIVERPOOL  PHARMACEUTICAL  STUDENTS' 
SOCIETY. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Society,  held  in  the  University  College 
on  November  12,  Mr.  J.  Jones  (President)  in  the  chair,  Mr. 
H.  WrATT,  jrjN.,  referred  to  two 

Dispensing  Queries 

which  had  gone  without  satisfactory  answer  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  London  Assistants'  Association  (C.  4' 
November  7).  He  suggested,  in  the  case  of  the  ointment 
containing  hyd.  amm.  chlor ,  resorcin,  and  vaselia.  a  b  ,  that 
the  blue  coloration  was  due  to  the  reducing  action  which 
resorcin  and  its  isomers  pyrocatechin  and  hydroquinone 
exert  on  the  haloid  salts  of  the  heavier  metals,  and  that  the 
ultimate  result  was  due  to  finely-divided  metallic  mercury. 
Traces  of  iron  in  the  hyd.  amm.  chlor.  would  undoubtedly 
intensify  the  coloration,  and  the  S.V.R.  added  to  dissolve 
the  resorcin  would,  being  itself  a  reducing-agent,  hasten 
the  decomposition.  The  separation  of  iodine  in  the  liniment 
of  iodide  of  potassium  with  soap  which  was  noticed  on 
adding  oil  of  Scotch  pine  was  readily  explainable,  as  ol. 
pini  sylvestrie,  in  common  with  all  terpenes,  absorbs  oxygen 
rapidly  after  distillation,  and  under  certain  conditions 
gives  it  off  either  a3  ozone  or  as  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
either  of  which  liberates  iodine  from  iodides.  The  addition 
of  alkali  does  not  stop  this  reaction  unless  a  considerable 
excess  is  used,  quite  inadvisable  in  the  case  in  view. 

Mr.  Mitchell  had  noticed  that  hyd.  amm.  cblor.  made 
into  an  ointment  with  lard  frequently  turn  pink,  a  pheno- 
menon also  remarked  on  by  Mr.  P.  H.  Marsden. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Mitchell  then  read  a  paper  on 

Lanteen-slide  Making. 

At  this  time  of  the  year,  he  said,  lantern-slide  making  is  the 
chief  work  of  the  average  amateur  photographer.  Having 
shown  how  popular  and  useful  the  lantern  has  become  as 
an  adjunct  to  lectures,  Mr.  Mitchell  proceeded  to  discuss 
briefly  the  different  varieties  of  plates.  Lantern-plates  may 
be  divided,  he  said,  roughly  into  three  classes — special,  warm, 
and  printing-out.  He  exhibited  as  examples  of  these  classes 
Imperial  "Special"  plates,  Ilford  "Alpha"  lantern- plates, 
and  "  Paget  "  P.O.  plates.  The  length  of  time  for  exposure 
must  be  judged  by  the  operator.  It  depends  first  on  tha 
density  of  the  negative,  a  thin  negative  requiring  a  shorter 
time  than  a  dense  one ;  and,  secondly,  on  the  result  aimed 
at — a  short  exposure  and  quick  development  giving  cold 
(black)  tones,  a  longer  exposure  and  prolonged  development 


giving  warm  (brown)  tones.  The  average  exposure  for 
black  tones,  as  stated  on  the  box,  is  from  sixteen  to  twenty 
seconds  at  about  1^  foot  from  a  fishtail  burner. 

The  variety  of  developers  is  great :  amidol,  metol,  eiko- 
nogen,  pyrogallol,  hydroiqunone,  ferrous  oxalate,  and  various 
fancy  developers.  Pyro  is  scarcely  suitable,  unless  a 
"  greenery-yallery "  tone  is  desired.  Amidol  is  very  good. 
Metol  is  excellent,  especially  for  slides  from  copied  photo- 
graphs. Its  extreme  rapidity  miy  be  an  objection  in  some 
cases.  The  developer  which  the  author  likes  best  for 
lantern-slides  is  hydroquinone.  He  uses  the  following, 
formula,  given  to  him  by  a  member  of  the  Liverpool 
Amateur   Photographic   Association,  which   he  strongly 


recommends : —

Having  placed  a  lantern-plate  in  contact  wit'i  a  negative 
in  the  red  light,  this  was  exposed  and  develooed.  Ttte. 
object  of  adding  brains  to  the  developer  was  pointed  out. 
For  example,  in  the  experiment  (a  ship)  a  good  deal  of 
detail  was  wanted  in  the  rigging,  so  that  it  became  advisable 
to  use  plenty  of  A. 

To  use  these  plates  for  redaction-purposes  the  scientific 
way  is  to  place  the  camera  (minus  the  legs)  on  a  board 
along  which  it  can  slide,  and  place  the  negative  at  one  end 
of  the  board  and  the  lantern-plate  in  the  camera,  or  vice 
versa,  go  through  a  few  elaborate  calculations,  culminating 
in  the  awe-inspiring  equation  :  —

Th:s,  of  course,  is  simple  enough  when  understood,  but 
the  plan  adopted  by  the  author  can  be  easily  followed  by 
the  merest  tyro. 

Procure  a  large  piece  of  cardboard  (an  old  advertising- 
card  will  answer  the  purpose),  and  cut  a  big  piece  out  of 
the  centre  ;  cover  this  with  fine  tissue-paper,  and  hang  it 
up  on  the  window-fastener.  Now  bore  a  couple  of  holes  in 
the  end  of  your  half-plate  or  whole-plate  printing-frame, 
and  put  a  piece  of  string  through  to  hang  it  up.  Place 
your  negative  in  the  frame,  secured  by  a  strip  of  wood  at 
either  end,  and  hang  it  up  in  front  of  your  tissue-paper. 
The  object  of  this  tissue-paper  is  to  shut  out  the  image  of 
objects  on  the  other  side  of  the  negative,  and  to  diffuse  the 
light  as  evenly  as  possible  over  the  negative.  Fix  np  your 
camera  with  a  space  marked  on  the  ground  glass  for  the 
position  and  space  your  lantern-plate  occupies  in  the 
camera,  focus,  and  expose.  With  good  daylight  (not 
direct  sun)  the  average  time  required  for  exposure  is  from 
six  to  ten  minutes  (not  seconds).  This  long  exposure  is- 
necessitated  by  the  great  amount  of  light  which  comes 
through  the  negative  being  diffused  about  the  room.  This 
could,  of  course,  be  overcome  by  fixing  a  piece  oE  millboard 
in  the  form  of  a  tube  between  camera  and  negative.  This 
is  not  necessary,  however,  as  after  the  first  slide  has  been 
exposed  you  can  expose  a  second  one  while  developing  the 
first,  and  so  on. 

Warm  plates  such  as  Ilford  "  Alpha  "  plates,  for  contact- 
printing  only  (they  could  be  used  for  reduction  but,  like 
reducing  on  P.O. P.,  would  take  loDger  than  any  of  us  could 
spare  time  for),  require  longer  exposure  than  "  Soecial"  plates 
— about  three  minutes  as  a  rule.  After  developing  they  can. 
either  be  fixed  straight  away,  giving  a  sepia  tone,  or  by 
varying  the  exposure  and  using  a  combined  toning  and 
fixing  bath  a  variety  of  tones  can  be  obtained.  These 
plates  are  very  useful  where  you  have  a  negative  that  re- 
quires to  be  dodged  in  the  printing,  such  as  blocking  out 
the  fky  or  emphasising  some  particular  part  of  the  picture. 
The  greater  latitude  in  exposure  admits  of  this. 

The  P.O.  plates  are  for  contact  printing  in  sunlight.  The 
best  way  to  get  a  good  slide  is  to  fix  your  printing-frame  in 
a  corner  of  the  window- frame  exposed  to  direct  sunlight, 
1  aid  on  removing  it  from  time  to  time  to  watch  the  progress

of  the  printing,  be  careful  to  return  it  to  exactly  the  same 
position  in  the  window,  and  the  same  end  of  the  frame 
>down  at  the  bottom  of  the  window-pane ;  otherwise  a  fuzzy 
slide  is  the  result.  The  length  of  time  required  for  ex- 
posure can  only  be  learnt  by  experience.  After  the 
plate  is  sufficiently  exposed  it  is  treated  in  exactly 
the  same  way  as  POP. — viz,  washed,  toned  in  gold- 
bath,  washed,  fixed,  and  washed  again.  Of  course,  as  in 
P.O  P.,  by  varying  the  strength  of  your  bath  or  the  duration 
of  toning,  you  can  get  a  great  variety  of  tones,  tome  of 
which  are  exceedingly  beautiful  by  transmitted  light. 

A  pretty  brown  tone  can  be  got  on  special  slides  by  the 
following  method.  After  the  slide  has  been  fixed  and 
washed  thoroughly  (this  is  important)  dip  it  for  a  few 
seconds  in  the  uranium  intensifier : — 

Uranium  nitrate   15  gr. 

Potassium  ferrieyanide       ..       ..       ..    15  gr. 

Water  4  oz. 

There  are  one  or  two  important  points  to  be  noted  with 
this  bath.  Do  not  attempt  it  on  an  imperfectly  washed 
plate.  Do  not  overdo  it :  a  second  or  two  usually  suffices. 
Do  not  use  it  indiscriminately :  it  does  not  suit  all  subjects 
alike.    The  slide  will  require  re-washing  after  this  bath. 

If  your  landscape-negative  has  no  clouds  they  can  be 
added  to  the  slide  by  printing  them  on  another  lantern-plate 
from  another  negative,  and  using  this  as  a  cover-glass. 

In  commenting  upon  the  paper  the  President  remarked 
that  in  his  experience  the  best  results  in  lantern- Aide  making 
were  got,  not  by  contact-printing,  but  by  slight  reduction — 
say,  from  quarter-plate  negatives — with  a  reducing-camera, 
the  lines  being  sharper  and  the  detail  showing  to  better  ad- 
vantage 

Mr.  H.  Wyatt,  jun  ,  advised  Mr.  Mitchell  to  try  as  a 
■change  from  the  uranium-tinted  slides,  a  bath  of  ferrieya- 
nide of  potash  and  a  ferric  salt  The  ferrieyanide  is  reduced 
to  ferrocyanide  and  gives  a  blue  coloration  to  the  reduced 
•silver-salts  in  the  plate,  due  to  the  formation  of  ferric  ferro- 
cyanide, which  is  ver?  effective  in  moonlight  pictures. 

A  vote  of  thanks  closed  the  procoedings. 

Mr.  Mitchell  showed  a  varnished  plate  on  which  a 
botanical  section  in  Chinese  ink  had  been  drawn.  He  ex- 
plained that  it  was  impossible  to  draw  on  the  plain  glass, 
and  to  varnish  a  slide  without  dust-spots  was  almost  hope- 
less. The  slide  shown  was  perfect,  and  was  simply  a  plain 
photo-plate  which  had  been  treated  with  hyposulphite  of 
soda  until  clear  and  then  dried,  the  result  being  a  perfect 
surface  for  drawing  for  lantern-slides.

PLYMOUTH  AND  DISTRICT  JUNIOR  CHEMISTS' 
ASSOCIATION. 

A  largely-attended  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
oo  Tuesday  last  at  the  Foresters'  Hall,  Plymouth,  the 
occasion  being  the  distribution  oE  the  prizes  won  by  the 
members  during  the  past  session  and  an  address  by  Mr. 
E.  M.  Holmss,  Curator  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Museum.  The  President,  Mr.  George  Breezj,  occupied  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Holmes's  address  was  on 

The  Causes  of  Failure  in  Examinations. 

Daring  twenty-three  years  in  connection  with  the  business 
of  a  chemist  the  lecturer  had  seen  a  great  many  students 
of  different  types,  and  was  well  able  to  express  an  opinion 
concerning  the  best  way  to  succeed.  He  pointed  out  that 
the  passing  of  examinations  should  not  b8  the  sole  end  of 
the  student's  career,  as  the  passing  of  an  outward-bound 
ship  of  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  was  not  the  end  of 
the  voyage.  Real  success  in  life  consisted  in  still  going 
forward  and  endeavouring  to  improve  his  position  in  what- 
ever line  he  has  entered  upon.  The  threa  miin  causes  of 
failure  with  the  bulk  of  pharmaceutical  students  were — 
firtt,  "  under-estimats  of  work  to  be  done";  secondly, 
"absence  of  any  definite  aim";  thirdly,  "want  of  bodily 
exercise."  These  subjects  were  treated  at  some  length. 
The  apprentice  cannot  learn  e?erything  in  the  shop.  Any 
young  man  going  from  th5  country  into  a  first- ;lass  City 
business  finds  that  he  is  two  or  three  years  bahind  the  times 
as  regards  the  uses  and  modes  of  dispensing  newly -adopted 
remedies,  owing  to  the  fact  that  new  drugs  are  always 
used  fi  Si  by  piarmieies  in  the  large  towns,  and  it  is  some 
time  before  their  use  becomes  general  in  the  provinces. 
The  brain  to  be  u-ed  must  be  trained.  In  the  every-day 
routine  of  business  drugs  should  b8  examined,  and  the  word 
of  the  wholesale  houses  should  not  always  betaken  as  gospel, 
recent  instances  of  serious  accidents  occurring  through  not 
doing  so  being  quoted.  The  apprentice  should  find  time  to 
work  up  his  arithmetic,  metric  weights  and  measures, 
ele-nentary  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and  mechanics.  The 
facj  that  Bell  scholars  carried  off  most  of  the  prizes  was  due 
to  their  using  their  opportunities  during  apprenticeship. 
After  the  pissing  of  the  qualifying  examinations  there  is 
plenty  of  scope  for  persevering  men  to  go  in  for  sanitary 
science,  bacteriology,  and  electricity,  a  knowledge  of  which 
will  prove  lucrative.  The  greit  thing  is  to  aim  at  those 
principles  which  go  to  make  up  commercial  integrity  and 
become  honoured  members  of  society.  Bodily  exercise  must 
not  be  neglec'el.  Poysiologists  affirm  that  ta  assist  the 
brain  the  body  must  be  looked  after.  It  is  of  no  use  to 
cram  into  it  in  a  fortnight  what  requires  three  months  to 
fully  grasp.  In  concluding,  reference  wai  made  to  the  Pre- 
liminary examination,  which  it  was,  perhaps,  advisable  to 
make  more  exacting  than  at  present,  thereby  lessening  com- 
petition, and  enabling  those  already  in  the  business  to  earn 
a  reasonable  livelihood.  Until  then  the  prize  of  commercial 
success  is  for  those  who  take  th3  most  trouble  to  thoroughly 
fit  themselves  for  their  calling. 

Mr.  J.  Kinton  Bond,  B.A  ,  B.Sc,  headmaster  of  the 
Plymouth  Grammar  School,  then  presented  the  prizes  to  the 
following  students  .—Herbarium  competition,  reported  on 
by  Mr.  Holmes  :  First,  Alfred  Downing  ;  second,  H.  Vibert ; 
third.  F.  Sayer.  Botany:  First,  Wm  Hellyer;  second, 
Alfred  Downing  ;  third,  H.  Vibert.  Mr.  Vibert  also  received 
an  extra  prize  for  progress  in  field  bo'.any,  given  by  Mr.  O.  A. 
Reade.  The  books  were  given  by  the  ex-President  (Mr. 
C.  J.  Park)  for  botany,  and  by  the  Association  for  the 
herbaria. 


BRIGHTON  JUNIOR  ASSOCIATION  OF  PHARMACY. 

"Rontgen  X  Rays"  wis  the  subject  of  a  lecture  de- 
livered before  th9  above  Association  by  Mr.  J.  Williamson 
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on  November  11.  The  lecture  was  a  very  complete  exposi- 
tion of  the  subject.  The  lecturer  did  not  recommend  the 
x  rays  to  be  taken  up  by  chemists  as  an  adjunct  to  their 
businesses,  as,  when  he  first  took  up  the  subject  and  went  in 
for  it  a  bit,  he  spent  so  much  time  in  explaining  to 
customers  what  these  rays  would  not  do,  &c.  (so  exagerated 
were  their  ideas),  that  his  shop  would  very  soon  have  become 
knowa  as  an  .r-ray  shop  instead  of  a  dispensing  chemist's, 
so  he  promptly  sold  out,  and  kept  just  for  his  own  experi- 
ments the  apparatus  which  he  had  then  with  him. 


EA.SC  ABERDEENSHIRE  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION. 

This  Association  held  its  annual  dinner  on  November  12  at 
the  Station  Hotel,  Maud.  Mr.  A.  M.  Lee  (Strichen),  Presi- 
dent, occupied  the  chair,  and  Mr.  J.  Johnston  (Aberdeen) 
acted  as  croupier.  After  dinner,  the  President,  in  a 
retiring  address,  advocated  a  higher  standard  for  the 
Preliminary  examination.  He  also  dealt  with  the  chemists' 
relationship  to  the  medical  profession,  and  spoke  in  favour 
of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association.  Mr.  John- 
ston spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and 
referred  to  the  ex-President  in  high  terms.  A  motion 
fixing  the  annual  subscription  for  1897  was  adopted,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  McGregor  (Ellon).  Mr.  Cruickshank 
(Fraserburgh)  advocated  the  separation  of  the  Minor  exami- 
nation into  two  parts — the  business  and  the  scientific — with 
two  years'  interval.  Mr.  James  Walker  (Ellon)  was  elected 
President,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher  (Peterhead)  re-elected 
Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 


EDINBURGH  CHEMISTS',  ASSISTANTS',  AND 
APPRENTICES'  ASSOCIATION. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  nineteenth  session  was  held  on 
November  13,  Mr.  James  McBain  (President)  in  the  chair. 
The  company  present  included  Messrs.  J.  Laidlaw  Ewing 
(Chairman  of  the  Executive  and  Board  of  Examiners),  W.  L. 
Currie  (Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive),  J.  Bowman  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Edinburgh  District  Chemists' Trade  Association), 
D.  MacLaren  (Vice-President),  Peter  Boa,  George  Coull,  B.Sc, 
Glass,  R.  L.  Hendry,  C.  F.  Henry,  and  C.  A.  Macpherson. 

Tee  President  gave  an  inaugural  address.  He  said  he 
proposed  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  matters  affecting 
education,  and  also  on  business  relationships,  dealing  with 
these  first  as  they  affect  apprentices  ;  secondly,  as  they 
affect  assistants ;  and,  thirdly,  as  they  affect  employers. 
The  greater  part  of  his  address  consisted  of  advice  to 
apprentices  and  assistants  to  cultivate  habits  of  systematic 
study,  tidiness,  observation,  and  respectful  treatment  of  all 
with  whom  they  came  into  contact.  In  urging  students  to 
take  advantage  of  the  competitions  offered  by  the  Associa- 
tion, he  said  their  prizes  had  been  of  great  value,  and  had 
stimulated  and  developed  a  love  for  study.  Many  of  the 
piizs-winners  had  distinguished  themselves  in  after  life,  and 
added  to  their  laurels  on  other  fields.  Of  this  they  had  two 
recent  examples— Mr.  George  Senter,  the  first  Scotchman 
who  has  wen  the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship,  and  who,  after  a 
distinguished  course  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  had  become  the 
Pereira  medallist  of  this  year;  and  Mr.  George  Scott  Car- 
michael,  who  had  tbis  year  won  a  Vans  Dunlop  Scholarship 
at  the  University.  Both  of  these  gentlemen,  he  believed, 
obtained  their  early  training  in  competing  for  the  prizes  of 
the  Association. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  by  Mr.  George  Sinclair 
(Vice-President),  and  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  who 
both  spoke  of  the  address  in  very  complimentary  terms. 

Mr.  Maclaren,  as  an  old  office-bearer,  added  a  few  re- 
marks in  support  of  the  President's  expressed  wish  to  see 
the  resuscitation  of  the  more  extensive  prize  sch?me  which 
the  Association  once  had.  The  vote  was  briefly  acknow- 
ledged. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  report  of  the  Prize  Com- 
mittee, from  which  it  appeared  that  two  essays  had  been 
handed  in  in  competition  for  the  Botanical  Prize  for  the 
best  report  on  the  botanical  excursions  and  summer 
meetings.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Tinct.  Rhei  Co. 

At  the  Ingleton  Petty  Sessions  on  November  13,  Sarab 
Brown,  shopkeeper,  was  summoned  for  selling  4  oz.  of  tinc- 
ture of  rhubarb  which  the  public  analyst  certified  was  about- 
half  water  and  destitute  of  saffron.  Defendant  said  she 
purchased  the  drug  of  Mr.  Waterworth,  chemist  and  druggist,. 
Preston,  and  that  she  sold  it  in  the  same  state  as  she  received 
it.    A  fine  of  Is.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  the  same  Sessions  Thomas  Farraday,  grocar,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  spirit  of  nitre  which  the  analyst  certified 
contained  2  per  cent,  excess  of  water.  Defendant  said  he 
had  bad  the  drug  in  his  shop  for  four  or  five  years.  He  was 
fined  Is.  and  costs. 


Linseed-meal. 

In  the  Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the  Irish  High  Court  on 
November  16,  before  Mr.  Justice  O'Brien,  Mr.  Justice  John- 
son, and  Mr.  Justice  Gibson,  the  argument  was  concluded, 
and  tbe  decision  of  the  Court  pronounced,  in  the  case  of 
McCann,  appellant,  Conroy,  respondent,  which  was  partly 
heard  on  a  former  day,  and  in  which  the  question  mainly  at 
issue  was  whether  linseed-meal  is  a  drug.  The  facts  were 
given  last  week. 
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Mr.  Justice  O'Brien,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  a 
number  of  articles  in  common  use,  including  brandy, 
mustard,  treacle,  &c,  were  capable  of  being  used,  and  were 
used,  in  medical  prescriptions ;  and  in  considering  whether 
a  substance  was  a  drug  or  not  the  Court  had  to  look  to  the 
primary  object  for  which  it  was  used.  Opium,  though  it 
coald  be  smoked,  was  primarily  a  medicine,  and  therefore  a 
drug.  In  a  case  of  Noule,  appellant,  Noule,  respondent, 
recently  decided  in  the  English  Queen's  Bench  Division, 
and  reported  in  13th  Times  Law  Reports,  page  12.  it  was 
decided  that  beeswax,  which  is  described  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia as  "  yellow  wax,"  was  not  a  drug  when  sold  in  the 
shops  of  small  grocers.  There  were  a  number  of  things  used 
in  making  up  medicines,  but  that  did  not  make  them  drugs. 
The  opinion  of  the  Court  was  that  linseed-meal  was  not  a 
drug,  and  that  the  conviction  should  be  quashed. 

Mr.  Justice  Johnson  concurred. 

Mr.  Justice  Gibson,  in  concurring,  held  that  a  drug  was 
anything  that  was  ordinarily  used  as  a  medicine  ;  and  a?  the 
prosecutor  here  did  not  in  the  first  instance  indicate  what 
be  wanted,  he  could  not  succeed. 


SPIRIT  IN  HERB-BEER. 

At  the  Cannock  Police  Court  on  November  10,  Wm.  Mitchell 
was  summoned  by  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  for  sell- 
ing intoxicating  liquor  without  having  a  licence.  A  sample 
of  herb-beer  sold  by  defendant  was  certified  by  Mr.  Charles 
H.  Burge,  of  Somerset  House,  to  contain  4  2  per  cent,  of 
proof  spirit.    Fined  51.  and  costs. 


At  Heywood  on  November  11,  Kobert  Weaver  was  fined  5s., 
including  costs,  for  selling  fermented  temperance  drinks 
containing  over  5  per  cent  of  alcohol.  The  defendant  is 
34  years  of  age,  and  is  regarded  as  the  originator  of  fer- 
mented drinks  in  the  North.  The  defendant  could  not 
account  for  the  beverage  containing  so  much  spirit. 

COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

Chemists'  Debts. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  in  the  case  of 
Young  r.  Cooper,  the  plaintiff  sought  to  enforce1  payment  of 
a  judgment-debt  in  respect  of  bottles  supplied  to  the  order 
of  the  defendant,  a  chemist,  carrying  on  business  at  Camden 
Town.  Plaintiff's  representative  said  the  debt  had  been 
owing  for  two  years,  and  as  the  defendant  did  not  appear, 
his  Honour  made  an  order  for  payment  in  a  month,  subject 
to  committal  in  default. 


In  the  case  of  Harper  v.  Coote,  in  the  same  Court,  the 
plaintiff,  a  tailor,  applied  *r>  enforce  judgment  in  respect  of 
money  lent  to  the  defer  ^  ..  a  chemist's  assistant,  who 
■was  said  to  be  earning  21  a  •  eek  in  a  West-end  shop  The 
debtor  did  not  appear,  and  his  Honour  made  an  oider  for 
payment  by  instalments  of  10*.  a  month. 


The  Authority  of  Agents. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr. 
Commissioner  Kerr,  Duncan  Watson  &  Co.,  oil- merchants, 
Dashwood  House,  E.C.,  sued  H  Drew,  Portsmouth,  for 
balance  of  an  account  for  oil  supplied.  The  defendant  said 
he  bought  the  oil  of  one  Rogers,  who  acted  as  the  plaintiffs' 
agent,  and  he  had  paid  the  money  to  Rogers.  Mr.  Hurd, 
plaintiffs'  solicitor,  said  that  was  the  first  they  had  heard  of 
the  payment.  Rogers  was  their  agent,  but  had  no  authority 
to  accept  payment  of  any  money,  as  the  invoice,  which  was 
sent  to  the  defendant,  showed.  The  defendant  said  he  paid 
Rogers  for  the  oil  before  he  received  the  invoice  from  the 
plaintiffs.  Mr.  Hurd  said  that  was  not  so.  The  invoice  was 
sent  on  February  28,  and  the  money  was  paid  on  March  15. 
The  defendant  said  he  received  the  oil  from  Rogers  before 
either  of  those  dates,  and  he  paid  for  it  at  once.  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Kerr  said  the  plaintiffs  must  "pull  up"  Rogers. 
Mr.  Hurd  said  they  had  not  heard  from  him  lately.  He  was 
only  an  agent.  He  was  not  in  their  service.  Mr.  Commis- 
sioner Kerr  :  Then  sue  him.     The  defendant  has  honestly 


paid  for  his  oil.  Mr.  Hurd  comp'ained  that  the  defendant 
had  not  given  the  plaintiffs  any  notice  that  he  had  paid  the 
money  or  of  the  circumstances.  Mr.  Commissioner  Kerr : 
He  is  not  bound  to  do  so.  Why  should  a  man  waste  a  Id. 
stamp  on  anybody  ?  I  never  do.  If  a  man  sends  me  in  a 
bill  which  I  do  not  owe,  I  throw  it  in  the  waste-paper  basket. 
There  is  too  much  of  that  nonsense  going  on  in  the  present 
day.  Judgment  was  then  entered  for  the  defendant,  who 
was  allowed  his  costs. 


Objectionable  Posters. 

At  Totnes  County  Court  on  Monday,  John  Phillips,  herbalist, 
Stonehoase,  was  sued  by  Lord  Churston  for  51.  for  "  injury, 
nuisance,  or  trespass  "  by  posting  handbills  on  gates  and 
fences.  Thomas  W.  Cuthbert,  land  agent,  said  he  had  the 
bills  taken  off  sixteen  gates.  Henry  Smith,  Plymouth,  said 
he  was  sent  out  by  defendant  to  post  bills  on  the  Brixham 
R)ad.  He  was  unaware  whose  property  he  posted  the  bills 
upon.  Phillips,  who  did  not  appear,  was  ordered  to  pay 
21  2s.  and  costs,  his  Honour,  Judge  Edge,  observing  that  if 
a  similar  case  was  brought  before  him  he  should  award 
exemplary  damages.

9d.,  included  stock-in-trade  100Z.  (cost  200Z.), 
trade- fixtures  30Z ,  furniture  20Z.,  horse  and  cart,  301.,  sheep- 
dipping  apparatus  101.,  bicycle  10Z.,  good  book-debts, 
571.  12s.  9d.  The  deficiency  was  5751.  13s.  5d.,  and  the 
causes  of  failure  given  by  the  debtor  were  "  reduced 
profits  through  increasing  competition,  and  through  the 
largest  creditor  issuing  a  writ  against  me  "  The  examination 
was  adjourned  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Receivers 
request.

25  Lime  Street,  E.C.,  have  introduced.  As  will  be  seer),  it 
closes  at  one  operation  three  cachets  of  either  of  the 


three  s'zss,  and  does  it  so  quickly  and  neatly  that  one 
can  make  a  dozen  cachets  as  quickly  as  fold  a  dozen 
powders.  The  apparatus  is  called  the  "  Special,"  and  i3 
supplied  in  a  slide-box,  with  three  fillers  and  pressers,  and  a 
new  celluloid  damper,  for  10a\  The  damper  is  a  clever 
thing,  and  consists  of  a  cylinder  of  celluloid,  the  bottom  of 
which  is  flattened  out,  and  in  this  is  inserted  a  piece  of 
felt.  The  cylinder  is  corked,  aid  in  using  it,  either  for  tha 
cachets  or  a3  a  label  damper,  one  removes  the  cork,  places 
the  damper  in  lukewarm  water  until  the  felt  is  thoroughly 
saturated,  then  inserts  the  cork,  and  the  damper  is  then 
ready  for  use  in  the  same  way  a3  a  brush.  Improvements 
are  bsing  constantly  made  upon  the  Morstadt  cachets, 
samples  of  which  Messrs.  Christy  send  to  us.  They  are 
obtainable  in  most  attractive  colours,  and  with  any  name  or 
title  embossed  upon  them,  plain  or  in  colours.  Those  sub- 
mitted to  us  are  decidedly  attractive.  Messrs.  Christy  &  Co. 
deserve  to  be  congratulated  on  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  brought  home  to  English  chemists  the  possibilities  of 
the  cachet  for  promoting  elegance  in  pharmacy.

According 
to  Fraenkl  and  Lndwig,  the  active  constituent  is  thyreo- 
antitoxin,  but  Baumann  and  Roos  say  it  is  thyro-iodine. 
While  doctors  differ  patients  die — and  sometimes  get  well. 
In  this  case  the  manufacturers  leave  no  opening  for  doubt, 
because  thyrade a  is  a  combination  of  the  two  principles,  of 
definite  strength,  with  sugar  of  milk  as  a  diluent.  One 
gramme  of  it  contains  0  7  milligramme  of  iodine,  and  repre- 
sents twice  its  weight  of  fresh  thyroid  gland.  It  can  be 
obtained  from  Mr.  Kiihn  in  the  powder  form  or  in  com- 
pressed tablets.  A  number  of  medical  authorities  in  this 
country  have  shown  a  keen  interest)  in  it.

ONE-MAN  COMPANIES. 

When,  last  year,  Mr.  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  gave  hia 
famous  judgment  against  whal  he  called  "one-man 
companies,"  in  the  case  of  Aron  Salomon  &  Co.  (Limited) 
it  was  thought  in  pharmaceutical  circles  that  the  judgment 
might  prove  a  powerful  weapon  to  prevent  the  evasion  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  practised,  as  is  well  known,  in  a  good  many 
instances  when  an  unqualified  person,  in  order  to  get  within 
the  benefit  of  the  interpretation  of  the  law  which  allows  a 
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company  to  carry  on  business  as  a  chemist  and  druggist* 
associates  with  himself  six  nominal  shareholders,  and  gets 
his  company  registered  under  the  Joint-stock  Companies 
Acts.  Mr.  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  held  that  such  a  com- 
pany was  not  a  bond- fide  company  such  as  provision  was 
made  for  in  the  Acts  named.  The  Court  of  Appeal,  consist- 
ing of  Lords  Justices  Lindley,  Lopes,  and  Kay,  substantially 
affirmed  Mr.  Jastica  Vaughin  Williams's  decision  ;  and  now 
the  House  of  Lord3,  consisting  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  wi  h 
Lords  Watson,  Herschell,  Macnaghtea,  Morris,  and  Davy, 
has  unanimously  reversed  it. 

The  case  is  of  such  interest  and  importance  that  we  briefly 
recall  the  circumstances. 

Aron  Salomon,  for  about  thirty  years  prior  to  1892,  carried 
on  business  as  a  leather- merchant  and  hide-factor  and  whole- 
sale and  export  boot-manufacturer,  under  the  style  of  A. 
Salomon  k  Co.    So  far  as  the  evidence  showed  his  business 
was  prosperous,  and  when  he  converted  it  into  a  limited 
compiny  in  1892  he  was  solvent.    The  original  subscribers 
to  the  memorandum  of  association  were  Aron  Salomon  him- 
self, his  wife  and  daughter,  and  his  four  sons,  who  each 
signed  for  on?  shara.    The  appellant's  business  was  sold  to 
the  company  for  33,782?.,  of  which  16.000?.  was  to  be  paid 
in  cash  or  debentures,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
directors,  who  consisted  of  Salomon  and  two  of  his  sons,  it 
was  resolved  to  pay  Salomon  6  Oddl.  in  cash  and  10  000?.  in 
debentures.    These  debentures  were  afterwards  mortgaged 
by  Salomon  to  one  Broderip  as  a  security  for  an  advance  of 
5,000?.,  bat  eventually  these  debentures  were  cancelled,  and 
10,000?.  fresh  debentures  were  issued  to  Broderip.  In 
October,  1893,  an  order  was  made  for  the  winding-up  of  the 
company,  at  which  date  the  company  was  indebted  to  un- 
secured creditors  other  than  Aron  Salomon  to  the  amount  of 
7,733?.,  the  business  of  the  company  showing  a  loss  of  2,600?. 
a  lyear.    An  action  was  brought  by  the  liquidator  of  the 
company  against  Salomon,  which  was  tried  before  Mr- 
Justice  Vaughan  Williams,  who  declared  that  the  company 
was  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  Salomon  to  the  amount  of 
7,733?.    Mr.  Justice  Vaughan  Williams  held,  in  fact,  that 
the  business  was  Salomon's  and  no  one  else's,  and  that  he 
must  pay  his  creditors.    He  regarded  the  so-called  company 
as  Salomon's  agent  merely,    The  Court  of  Appeal  upheld 
this  view.    In  its  order  it  declared  its  opinion  "that  the 
formation  of  the  company,  the  agreement  of  August,  1892, 
and  the  issue  of  debentures  to  Aron  Salomon  pursuant  to 
such  agreement,  were  a  mere  scheme  to  enable  him  to  carry 
on  business  in  the  name  of  the  company,  with  limited 
liability,  contrary  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Com- 
panies Act,  1862,  and,  further,  to  enable  him  to  obtain  a 
preference  over  other  creditors  of  the  company  by  procuring 
a  first  charge  on  the  assets  of  the  company  by  means  of  such 
debentures."    Lord  Justice  Lindley  said  the  object  of  the 
arrangement  was  to  do  the  vary  thing  which  the  Legislature 
intended  not  to  be  done.    Lord  Jastice  Lopes  said  : — "  The 
Act  contemplated  the  incorporation  of  seven  independent 
bond-fide  members,  who  had  a  mind  and  a  will  of  their  own, 
and  were  not  the  mere  puppets  of  an  individual  who,  adopt- 
ing the  machinery  of  the  Act,  carried  on  his  old  business  in 
the  same  way  as  before,  when  he  was  a  sole  trader."  Lord 
Justice  Lopes  also  said  that  the  company  was  a  mere 
nominis  umbra.    Lord  Justice  Kay  said:— "The  statutes 
were  intended  to  allow  seven  or  more  persons  bond  fide 
associated  for  the  purpose  of  trade  to  limit  their  liability 
under  certain  conditions  and  to  become  a  corporation.  But 
they  were  not  intended  to  legalise  a  pretended  association  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  an  individual  to  carry  on  his  own 
business  with  limited  liability  in  the  name  of  a  joint-3tock 
company."  . 


i       These  opinions  seem  reasonable  and  just.    But  they  were 
i    objections  to  defects  in  the  Act  itself,  and  might  with  great 
i    advantage  be  addressed  to  the  Legislature  in  support  of  an 
amending  Bill,  but  they  were  not  justifiable  as  interpreta- 
tions of  the  [existing  Act.    The   Lord  Chancellor,  Lord 
Watson,  and  Lord  Herschell,  who  delivered  formal  and  final 
judgments  in  the  case  on  Monday  last,  demonstrate  con- 
vincingly that  Mr.  Salomon  had  done  nothing  beyond  what 
the  law  expressly  allows  and  authorises.    As  Lord  Watson 
pointed  out,  section  6  of  the  1852  Act  provides  that  any 
seven  or  more  persons,  associated  for  a  lawful  purpose,  may, 
by  subscribing  their  names  to  a  memorandum  of  association 
and  otherwise  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in 
respect  of  registration,  form  a  company  with  or  without 
limited  liability  ;  and  section  8,  which  prescribes  the  essen- 
tials of  the  memorandum  in  the  case  of  a  company  limited 
by  shares,  inter  alia  enacts  that  "  no  subscriber  shall  take 
less  than  one  share."    The  first  of  these  enactments  does  not 
require  that  the  persons  subscribing  shall  not  be  related  to 
each  other,  and  the  second  plainly  imports  that  the  holding 
of  a  single  share  affords  a  sufficient  qualification  for  mem- 
bership.   Nor  does  the  statute,   either  expressly  or  by 
implication,  impose  any  limit  upon  the  number  of  shares 
which  a  single  member  may  subscribe  for  or  take  by  allot- 
ment.   In  this  ca3e  Mr.  Salomon  held  29,001  shares  out  of 
the    20,007    allotted.     But    Lord    Watson    could  not 
see    how  this  or  any  other  act  recorded  in  the  evi- 
dence rendered  the  registration  of  the  company  invalid. 
The  unpaid  creditors  of  the  compiny,  if  they  had  thought 
fit  to  avail  themselves  of  the  means  of  protecting  their  inte- 
rests which  the  Act  provides,  could  have  informed  them- 
selves of  the  terms  of  purchase  by  the  company,  of  the  issue 
of  debentures  to  the  appellant,  and  of  th8  amount  of  shares 
held  by  each  member.    Whatever  may  be  the  moral  duty  of 
a  limited  company  and  its  shareholders,  when  the  trade  of  the 
company  is  not  thriving,  the  law  does  not  lay  any  obligation 
upon  them  to  warn  those  members  of  the  public  who  deal 
with  them  on  credit  that  they  run  the  risk  of  not  being  paid. 
The  apathy  of  creditors  cannot  justify  an  imputation  of 
fraud  against  a  limited  company  or  it3  members,  who  have 
provided  all  the  mean3  of  information  which  the  Act  of 
1862  requires.  Lord  Herschell  remarked  that  many  iniustrial 
and  banking  concerns  of  the  highest  standing  and  credit 
have,  in  recent  years,  been  converted  into  joint-stock  com- 
panies, and  of oen  into  what  are  called  '•  privit3"comoinie=, 
where  the  whole  of  the  shares  are  held  by  the  former  part- 
ners. It  appeared  to  him  that  all  these  might  be  pronounced 
"schemes  to  enable"  them  "to  carry  on  business  in  the 
name  of  the  compiny,  with  limited  liability,"  in  the  very 
sense  in  which  those  words  are  used  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal.    The  effect  of  this  judgment  is  that  the 
registration  of  the  Salomon  Company  is  found  to  have  been 
perfectly  valid,  and  that  dsbanture-claims  were  sound.  The 
debenture- holders  have  the  first  claim  on  the  assets  of  the 
estate,  and  the  trade  creditors,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  will  get 
nothing. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  public  policy,  and  also 
with  special  regird  to  the  hope  that  "  company-pharmacy  " 
may  before  locg  be  declared  illegal,  we  welcome  this  judg- 
ment. It  can  hardly  be  questioned  that  it  is  a  traa  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Acts,  and  as  such  it  will  prove  to  everybody  con- 
cerned  how  urgent  is  the  necessity,  in  the  interests  of  fair 
trading,  for  a  modification  of  the  law  under  which  limited- 
liability  companies  may  be  formed. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION, 
We  are  frequently  told  that  this  is  an  age  of  examinations, 
and  no  ere  who  looks  round  on  the  educational  world  at  the 
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present  time  can  seriously  doubt  it.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  inquire,  did  space  permit,  what  is  the  effect  upon  true 
education  of  this  extensive  use  of  examinations.  On  the  one 
hand  we  find  not  a  few  teachers  who  are  of  opinion  that 
preparation  for  examinations  inculcates  a  system  of  "  cram," 
by  which  is  meant  a  scheme  for  making  acquisitions  for  some 
specific  purpose,  by  an  undue  pressure  and  excitement  of  the 
brain,  regardless  of  their  endurance,  instead  of  obtaining 
such  a  full  mental  grasp  of,  and  a  systematic  acquaintance 
with,  each  branch  of  the  subject  under  study  as  will  not 
only  ensure  success  in  the  present  undertaking,  but  also  form 
a  solid  foundation  for  future  requirements  to  rest  upon.  On 
the  other  band,  many  eminent  educationists  hold  that  no 
subject  is  thoroughly  mastered  which  has  not  been  learnt 
with  a  view  to  ( xamination  in  it.  The  late  Earl  Granville, 
speaking  as  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  London  at 
the  Presentation  for  Degrees,  said :  "  I  believe  that 
no  course  of  reading  or  lecture-hearing  is  of  much 
avail  unless  something  is  to  follow,  either  in  the  way  of 
public  examination — which  I  hold  to  be  best — or,  failing  that, 
of  close  and  carefal  self-examination  by  the  student  himself, 
to  test  and  measure  how  much  of  what  has  been  read  is 
retained.  What  is  merely  listened  to,  or  run  over  by  the 
eye,  is  mostly  forgotten ;  what  has  to  be  assimilated  and 
reproduced  in  another  shape  becomes,  as  it  were,  worked  into 
the  very  substance  of  the  brain."  The  late  Dr.  Carpenter, 
for  many  years  Registrar  of  the  University  of  London,  in 
his  address  at  the  public  distribution  of  prizes  and  cer- 
tificates to  the  successful  candidates  at  the  examina- 
tions of  the  College  of  Preceptors,  sa'd :  "  Nothing  has 
struck  me  more,  in  the  large  experience  I  have  had  of 
examinations  than  to  find  how  common — and  it  is  very 
strange  to  find  it  so  common — is  the  ignorance  of  their  own 
ignorance  displayed  by  a  large  number  of  candidates.  .  .  . 
Until  a  man  has  gone  through  an  examination  he  does  not 
know  his  own  ignorance,  of  that  I  am  quite  certain.'' 

Although  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  very  best  man 
is  not  always  chosen  by  the  result  of  an  examination-paper, 
yet,  speaking  generally,  the  pass'ng  of  a  public  examination 
gives  the  best  attestation  which  has  hitherto  been  devised 
of  the  candidate's  knowledge  and  capacity  ;  and  there  can 
be  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  evidence  of  a  thoroughly 
good  training  afforded  thereby  is  a  mott  valuable  proof  of 
present  merit,  and  a  pledge  of  future  usefulness. 

Hence  we  find  that  the  avenue  to  every  profession  is 
barred  by  a  preliminary  or  entrance  examination;  and 
although  the  requirements  differ  with  each  examining  body, 
the  object  in  each  case  is  the  same — viz.,  to  ascertain  that  the 
candidate  possesses  such  a  thorough  elementary  knowledge 
of  the  usual  branches  of  a  good  general  education  as  is 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  tarry  on  with  advantage  and 
success  higher  and  more  special  studies  in  the  profession  on 
which  he  is  desirous  of  entering.  Such,  for  example,  is  the 
"  First"  examination  (as  it  is  called)  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

This  examination  has  undergone  no  change,  so  far  as 
the  subjects  are  concerned,  since  it  was  instituted,  Latin, 
English,  and  arithmetic  constituting  the  range  of  know- 
ledge. But  the  stringency  of  the  examination  has  been  in- 
creased, and  the  scope  of  the  questions  extended  on  several 
occasions,  so  that,  although  the  examination  may  not  have 
kept  pace  with  the  extension  of  elementary  education, 
it  would  be  wrong  to  say  that  it  stands  to-day  where  it  did 
twenty  years  ago.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  have  now 
taken  it  in  hand  with  the  intention  of  enlarging  its  scope, 
and  it  is  probable  that  a  new  departure  will  be  made.  The 
tendency  nowadays  is  to  concentrate  preliminary  examina- 
ion  into  the  hands  of  bodies  dealing  solely  with  elementary 


education.  The  General  Medical  Council  discountenances 
the  conducting  of  such  examinations  by  purely  medical 
bodies,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  so  far  in  sympathy 
with  that  view  that  for  many  years  it  has  entrusted  the 
conducting  of  its  "  First "  examination  to  the  College  of 
Preceptors.  It  is  probable  that  the  outcome  of  the  Com- 
mittee's present  deliberations  may  be  that  the  Council  will 
drop  the  "  First "  examination,  and  accept  in  lieu  of  it  cer- 
tificates of  scholastic  examinations,  including  English 
Latin,  mathematics  (arithmetic,  Euclid,  and  algebra),  and  a 
modern  language — in  fact,  do  as  the  General  Medical  Council 
do  now. 

This,  at  first  sight,  seems  an  enormous  advance  ;  but  it  is 
not  so  when  the  present  condition  of  elementary  education 
and  what  it  will  be  at  the  beginning  of  next  century  are 
considered.  Then,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  most  boys  and 
girls  of  15  will  have  been  taught  these  subjects,  because 
they  will  be  considered  a  necessary  equipment  for  commer- 
cial life,  as  they  now  are  for  pharmacy.  The  resources  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  scarcely  adequate  for  con- 
ducting such  an  examination,  which  will  require  three  days: 
hence  the  desirability  of  accepting  certificates  of  scholastic 
examining  bodies.  If  this  is  done,  it  should  compel  the 
passing  of  the  examination  before  apprenticeship,  as  the 
chances  of  qualification  thereafter  will  be  immeasurably 
reduced;  and  this  leads  to  the  suggestion  that,  in  the 
tendency  to  make  all  pharmacists  highly  competent,  the 
need  for  a  lower  class  of  drug-sellers  may  be  created.  We 
have  frequently  pointed  this  out  as  a  danger  to  pharmacy, 
and  the  danger  becomes  acute  every  time  that  higher- 
education  movements  come  in.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
will,  doubtless,  keep  this  point  in  view. 


MR.    CHAMBERLAIN    ON  BRITISH 
TRADE. 

In  his  speech  to  the  Birmingham  Chamber  of  Commerce  last 
week,  Mr.  Chamberlain  claimed  that  all  the  great  depart- 
ments of  the  State  were  working  together  for  the  benefit  of 
British  commerce.  The  War  Office  and  the  Admiralty  are 
mostly  occupied  in  preparations  for  the  defence  of  markets 
already  acquired,  while  the  Foreign  Office  is  engaged  in 
the  discovery  of  new  ones.  The  Education  Department  is 
fitting  people  to  compete  with  the  foreigner  and  with 
each  other  ;  the  Agricultural  Department  and  the  Board  of 
Trade  have,  of  course,  professedly  commercial  objects  ;  the 
Home  Office  finds  the  largest  scope  for  its  activity  in  looking 
after  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  great  army  of  workers 
in  our  factories ;  and  the  Colonial  Office,  under  Mr.  Secretary 
Chamberlain's  control,  has  devoted  itself  to  the  cultivation 
of  trade  with  a  vigour  and  intelligence  which  have  startled 
some  of  oar  home  merchants.  It  is  a  somewhat  cynical 
though,  perhaps,  a  true  assertion  which  Mr.  Chamberlain 
makes  that  commerce  is  the  greatest  of  all  political 
interest?.  A  good  many  people  live  for  making  money 
almost  exclusively,  but  it  is  only  one  here  and  there  who  has 
the  courage  to  confess  that  this  is  the  one  object  of  his  life. 
Mr.  Chamberlain  remarks  ou  the  statement  which  Lord 
Rosebery  made  lately  that  this  country  has  annexed  or 
taken  under  its  influence  within  the  past  few  years 
2,600,000  square  miles  of  new  territory.  We  have  taken 
these  for  the  sake  of  the  markets  only — that  is,  at  all 
events,  the  Colonial  Secretary's  view.  This  devotion  of 
the  whole  taknt  of  the  State  to  the  promotion  of  com- 
merce doss  not,  so  far,  show  such  marvellous  results  as  might 
have  been  expected.  According  to  Mr.  Chamberlain  the  in- 
crease of  British  export  trade  in  the  past  ten  years  has  been 
3  millions,  out  of  a  total  of  216  millions,  something  under 
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1|  per  cent.,  and  equal  to  about  23s.  per  square  mile  of  the 
new  territory.  From  this  general  survey  Mr.  Chamberlain 
comes  to  a  consideration  of  the  competition  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  its  great  rival  Germany.  There  is 
reason,  he  opines,  for  watchfulness,  there  is  none  for  despair ; 
scarcely  even  for  serious  alarm.  In  the  ten  years  already 
quoted,  while  our  export  trade  went  up  from  213  millions  to 
216  millions,  Germany's  advanced  from  143  millions  to 
148  millions.  In  the  sam3  pariod  Germany's  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  hid  risen  from  21  millions  to  27  millions, 
while  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Germany  had 
risen  from  26  millions  to  33  millions.  In  the  ten  years  the 
exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  Eritish  colonies 
and  dependencies  had  increased  from  305  millions  to  113 
millions;  Germany's  exports  to  the  same  countries  had  in- 
creased from  1|  million  to  4j  millions,  and  this  increase  all 
took  place  during  the  first  half  of  the  decade  and  had  not 
progressed  since.  Of  course,  the  importance  of  these 
figure3  can  only  be  estimated  when  they  are  analysed.  All 
depends  on  whether  German  manufactures  are  supplanting 
ours  in  foreign  markets,  and  this,  to  a  certain  extent,  they 
are  undoubtedly  doing.  In  chemicals,  however,  the  statistics 
available  do  not  ssem  to  show  development. 


EXPLOSIVE  PROPERTIES  OF  ACETYLENE. 
Professor  A.  Smithells,  in  concluding  a  summary  of  the 
French  Academy's  report  on  the  explosive  properties  of 
acetylene  (referred  to  in  this  journal  several  weeks  since), 
says  : — "  The  comfort  afforded  by  the  concluding  remarks  of 
(the  report  is  somewhat  abated  by  the  fact  that  the  explosion 
at  M.  Pictet's  factory  was  subsequent  to  its  publication. 
There  is  no  occasion  for  panic,  but  the  matter  evidently 
demands  the  most  careful  attention  from  the  authorities  in 
this  as  well  as  in  other  countries." 

ATISINE. 

Dr.  Hooper  A.  D.  Jowett's  monograph  on  the  alkaloid  of 
Aconitine  heterophyllum  is  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Chemical  Society  for  this  month.  This  monograph  was 
presented  to  the  Examiners  of  the  London  University  for 
the  science  doctorate  degree.  It  describes  the  exhaustion  of 
60  lbs  of  the  root  with  a  menstruum  consisting  of  methylic 
alcohol,  3  volumes,  and  amylic  alcohol,  1  volume ;  isolation  of 
the  alkaloid  from  the  tincture  by  dilute-acid  washings,  «Stc., 
whereby  0  2  to  0  3  per  cent,  of  atisine  is  obtained.  The  late 
Dr.  Alder  Wright  proposed  for  atisine  the  formula 
C2,H3IN02,  based  on  a  single  analysis  of  the  amorphous 
aurichloride,  and  Dr.  Jowett's  experiments  conclusively  con- 
firm that  formula.  The  paper  describes  the  preparation  and 
properties  of  atisine  hydrochloride,  hydrobrotnide,  hydriodide, 
and  aurichloride.  Wasowiczs  aconicic  acid  was  also  isolated. 
Asa  whole  the  investigation  shows  that  atisine  does  not 
present  any  close  analogy  to  the  alkaloids  of  the  other  well- 
known  species  of  aconite.  The  molecule  is  apparently  less 
complex  and  much  more  stable,  and  since  it  yields  a  hydrate 
when  heated  with  alkalies  or  acids,  it  might  be  inferred  that 
it  is  the  anhydride  of  atisine  monhydrate(C...,U33NO.,).  There 
would  thus  be  a  relationship  between  these  bases  similar  to 
that  existing  between  aconine  and  pyraconine.  Atis-root  is 
non-poisonous,  and  is  used  a9  a  tonic  bitter.  Professor 
Theodore  Cash  now  finds  that  atisine  nitrate  is  not  toxic. 

A  FAMOUS  SCOT. 
The  last  of  the  Famous  Scots  Series  of  books  published  by 
Oliphant,  Anderson  &  Ferrier  is  on  Sir  James  Y.  Simpson, 
by  his  daughter,  Miss  Eve  B.  Simpson.  It  is  written  in  the 
affectionate  spirit  which  one  expects  of  a  woman  writing 
about  her  father,  and  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  the 
first  man  to  use  chloroform  in  medical  and  surgical  practice 
stands  head  an!  shoulders  above  his  medical  cantemporaries. 


Miss  Simpson  makes  her  account  of  her  father's  experiments 
very  interesting,  but  it  strikes  us  that  Mr.  Waldie's  share  in 
getting  Professor  Simpson  to  try  chloroform  was  somewhat 
more  important  than!  is  given  in  the  book.  The  following 
paragraph  regarding  the  very  first  experiment  is  interest- 
ing :— 

The  |  cz  the  experimenters  had,  on  that  evening  when 
"they  weie  all  under  the  mahogany  in  a  trice,"  as  my 
father  said  in  another  letter  of  that  time,  was  soon  used, 
and  Mr.  Hunter,  of  Duncan  &  Flockhart,  had  to  work  hard  " 
with  an  ordinary  retort  to  manufacture  sufficient  to  supply 
the  demand  from  52  Queen  Street.  The  partners  sat  up  till 
2  am.  to  brew  the  first  perchloride  of  formyle  Professor 
Simpson  used ;  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  their  great 
chloroform-works,  in  which  now,  so  great  is  the  increase  of 
its  use,  that  three-quarters  of  a  million  doses  were  in  1895 
made  weekly. 

The  book  is  intended  to  be  a  popular  one,  and  has  fact  and 
incident  in  it  which  will  make  it  popular.

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The  Rumford  medal  of  the  Royal  Society  is  to  be  con 
ferred  this  year  in  duplicate  upon  Professor  Philipp  Lenard 
and  Professor  W.  C.  Rontgen  for  their  investigation  of  the 
phenomena  produced  outside  a  highly -exhausted  vacuum- 
tube  through  which  electrical  discharge  is  taking  plac9.  The 
Davy  medal  is  awarded  to  Professor  Henri  Moissan  for  the

isolation  of  fluorine  and  the  use  of  the  electric  furnace  in  the 
preparation  of  refractory  metals.  Of  seven  medals  awarded 
this  year  five  go  to  foreign  investigators,  of  whom  Professor 
Rontgen  is  unquestionably  the  most  notable  scientist  of  the 
year.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Royal  Society  are  very 
careful  in  their  expression  of  the  work  done  by  him  and 
Lenard.  Priority  for  the  discovery  of  the  x-rays  has  been 
claimed  for  the  latter ;  but  Lsnard  really  studied  the  cathode

rays  and  their  effects,  and  it  is  not  yet  clear  that  the  cathode 
and  a>rays  are  identical.  It  is,  however,  Professor  Rontgen, 
of  the  Wurtzburg  University,  who  has  made  the  peculiar 
phenomena  created  by  Crookes's  tubes  universally  known. 
We  give  a  portrait  of  the  Professor,  also  one  of  Professor 
Moissan,  of  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  whose  work  is 
familiar  to  readers  of  this  journal  through  frequent  reports 
of  it  in  our  French  News  section.  Professor  Moissan  is  well- 
known  to  English  and  American  chemists. 


Mr  Ernest  Tebah  Hooley,  the  recent  purchaser  of  the 
Dunlop  tyres  and  of  Bovril,  and  who,  as  is  stated  elsewhere, 
has  been  negotiating  lately  for  the  purchase  of  Carter's  little 
liver-pills,  is  now,  and  has  been  for  some  weeks  past,  carrying 
cn  his  gigantic  schemes  at  the  Midland  Grand  Hotel,  St.

asfeed  the  German  Consul  General  to  suggest  a  suitable 
occupant  for  the  vacancy  among  his  countrymen.

The  circumstances  attending  Mr.  A.  H.  Mason's  death 
are  exceptionally  pathetic.  His  firm  was  taking  a  leading 
part  in  the  Presidential  campaign,  and  Mr.  Mason  was  in- 
tensely interested  in  the  contest.  He  worked  early  and  late 
in  conjunction  with  the  other  organisers  of  the  business- 
men's parade,  and,  in  addition,  was  more  than  usually  busy 
with  the  work  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy.

Mason  grew  worse,  and  throughout  the  last  three  days  of 
his  life  was  delirious.  It  is  significant  that  in  his  delirium 
he  was  still  at  work.  While  the  great  procession  was- 
actually  marching  up  Broadway,  Mr.  Mason  was  cilling  up 
various  wholesale  houses  on  an  imaginary  telephone,  to 
learn  how  many  men  they  would  have  in  line.

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  quite  true  that  negotia- 
tions have  been  carried  on  lately  between  the  "  Hooley 
Syndicate  "  on  the  one  side  and  Mr.  John  Morgan  Eichards, 
representing  the  Carter  Medicine  Company,  on  the  other  ; 
and  that  there  has  been  at  all  events  a  possibility  of  the 
company  coming  out  as  stated.  One  million  would  have 
been  the  capital  of  the  company.  But  we  .understand  that, 
at  present  at  all  events,  the  terms  have  not  been  arranged, 
and  that  there  is  a  very  strong  possibility  that  the  property 
will  not  change  hands.

After  commenting  on  the 
dietetic  value  of  Bovril  and  the  commercial  value  of  the  trade 
name,  which  is  compared  to  Bass's  ale,  Guinness's  stout, 
Coats's  thread,  Colman's  mustard,  and  Huntley  &  Palmer's 
biscuits,  it  is  stated  that  the  company's  products  are  now 
sold  at  100,000  retail  establishments  in  the  United  Kingdom 
alone;  at  the  most  important  hotels  and  restaurants;  and 
at  railway  refreshment  buffets  on  a  score  of  lines.  It  is  also 
supplied  to  a  number  of  hospitals,  &c. ;  to  the  Government 
for  campaign  use,  to  Arctic  expeditions,  &c.  The  supply  of 
preparations  to  Governments  for  army  use  is  expected  to 
become  an  important  bianch.  The  old  company's  profits  are

He  was 
also  President  of  the  Fellows  Hypophosphites  Company. 
Mr.  Harris  gave  large  sums  to  churches  and  for  education. 
He  gave  $100,000  to  found  the  Harris  School  of  Science  in 
Kioto,  Japan,  which  is  connected  with  the  Dochisha  Uni- 
versity. He  was  President  of  the  Mount  Hermon  School  for 
Boys  at  East  Northfield,  and  to  that  and  the  Moody  School 
at  Northfield  he  gave  $50,000.  He  was  a  director  in  the 
American  Board  of  Missions.

Improvements  in  Galenicals. 

The  path  of  elegant  pharmacy  is  snrely  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  to  walk  in.  I  was  forcibly  struck  with  this  fact 
when  spending  a  morning  in  Messes.  Fletcher,  Fletcher 
&  Co.'s  works  at  Holloway  recently,  the  object  of  my  visit 
being  to  find  out  something  about  several  new  products  which 
Mr.  P.  W.  Fletcher,  the  principal  of  the  firm,  has  recently  per- 
fected. The  woiks  are  ideal  pharmaceutical  laboratories  ;  per- 
haps it  would  be  more  correct  to  say  that  they  are  research 
laboratories  on  the  manufacturing  scale,  so  original,  scien- 
tific, and  thorough  are  the  mechanical  devices  and  skilled 
supervision  everywhere  exhibited.  I  know  that  this  is 
exceptional  language  to  use,  but  it  is  justified.  One  is  so 
apt  to  think — indeed,  rrany  believe — that  improvements  on 
pharmaceutical  products  making  for  elegance  can  only  be 
made  by  departures  from  official  and  traditional  methods 
(summed  up  in  the  word  "  faking  ")  that  it  comes  almost  as 
a  surprise  to  find  elegance  accomplished  through  extension 
of  knowledge  which  is  real,  and  improvement  of  manipula- 
tion which  is  honest.    As  I  do  not  know  that  I  would  be

justified  in  describing  the  quite  original  devices  which  Mr. 
Fletcher  showed  me  for  the  production  of  concentrated 
galenicals,  I  will  content  myself  by  saying  that  most  of 
them  are  the  result  of  research  conducted  on  the  premises  ; 
all  the  processes  are  based  upon  original  observations  in  the 
research  laboratories,  which  have  in  view  activity  and 
uniformity  of  the  products,  and  "  faking  "  is  entirely  absent. 

Three  series  of  galenicals  are  the  latest  educts  of  the 
Fletcherian  system — viz.,  Solincta,  Solexa,  and  Molexa, 
which  in  everjday  language  may  be  called  soluble  tinctures, 
soluble  fluid  extracts,  and  uniform  extracts.  Observant 
dispensers  are  aware  that  tinctures,  with  few  exceptions, 
give  when  mixed  with  distilled  water  muddy  solutions  more 
or  less  quickly  ;  and  at  the  risk  of  reducing  the  therapeutic 
activity  some  do  not  hesitate  to  filter  such  mixtures.  The 
object  of  Solincta  is  to  stop  this  practice,  because  when 
they  are  mixed  with  water  they  give  perfectly  bright  solu 
tions.  I  selected  from  a  score  of  samples  presented  to  me 
cinchona,  opium,  buchu,  and  cardamom  Solincta  and  the 
B.P.  tinctures  of  the  same  for  comparison.  Tr.  cinchonas, 
everyone  knows,  gives,  although  it  may  be  bright  at  first, 
a  very  muddy  mixture  with  distilled  water  when  allowed  to 
stand  for  a  few  minutes,  probably  as  the  result  of  hydrolysis 
of  the  colouring  principle.  With  the  Solincta  this  is  not 
observed.    Perhaps  it  is  not  so  well  known  that  tr.  opii, 


strictly  B.P.,  gives  almost  as  muddy  a  mixture ;  here,  again, 
the  Solincta  is  perfect,  and  so  with  buchu  and  cardamoms. 
In  point  of  elegance  the  mixtures  are  all  that  can  be 
desired.  Nor  do  they  lack  in  other  respects.  In  odour 
and  taste  the  buchu  and  cardamom  Solincta  are  de- 
cidedly superior  to  the  tinctures;  and  these  are  sufficient 
examples  of  the  integrity  of  the  process  so  far  as 
aromatic  constituents  are  concerned,  while  the  fact  that 
alkaloidal  Solincta  are  rigidly  standardised  is  proof 
that  other  active  principles  do  not  suffer.  I  should 
add  that  the  Solincta  are  of  the  same  strength  as 
B.P.  tinctures,  being  made  from  the  official  quantities  of 
drugs,  and  the  reason  that  they  are  soluble  is  that  chlorophyll, 
and  the  inert  mucilaginous  and  resinous  principles  are 
eliminated.  I  may  not  say  how,  but  it  is  not  chemical 
means,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  therapeutic  properties 
are  not  impaired. 

The  Solexa  are  soluble  preparations  of  individual  drugs  and 
standardised  to  1-in-l  strength.  In  most  cases  no  heat  what- 
ever is  used  in  making  them,  so  that  the  aroma  and  flavour  of 
the  fresh  drugs  are  observable  in  them  to  a  marked  degree  ; 
and  when  heat  is  necessary  it  is  never  raised  above  60°  C.  in 
vacuo.  Coca  Solex  is  one  of  the  preparations  made  entirely  in 
the  cold,  and  the  result  is  a  liquor  of  decidedly  aromatic  taste. 


Sealing.  When  cartridges  are  filled  they  are  taken  by  an  operator  who 
bites  off  the  long  necks  by  the  oxy-hydrogen  blowpipe,  leaving  each 
cartridge  hermetically  sealed. 


Three  and  a  half  ounces  of  this  to  a  gallon  of  Tarragona  port 
makes  an  excellent  coca  wine,  containing  gr.  J-  of  cocaine  in 
the  wineglassful.  The  Kola  Solex  is  also  good,  and  I  was 
surprised  to  find  how  pungent  and  aromatic  Ginger  Solex  is, 
for  it  is  a  crucial  test  of  the  process. 

In  some  respects  the  third  series  of  galenicals — Molexa — - 
are  the  most  notable  improvement.

Perhaps  the  extract  has  not  been  used  for  a  month 
or  twc — well,  jou  know  what  it  is;  extracts  have  worried 
corscientious  dispensers  all  the  time  I  have  been  :n  phar- 
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macy.  Now,  the  '  Molexa '  do  not  change,  ferment,  or  lose

"Fletcher  his  done  good  service  to  pharmacy  by  perfecting 
these  preparations.  It  is  to  him  that  pharmacists  owe  the 
idea  of  syrup  and  tincture  liquors,  and  although  these  latest 
introductions  are  a  development  of  the  original  idea,  they 
have  not  been  produced  without  many  months  of  work  on 
fresh  lines.  They  may  never  yield  the  return  which  such  a 
popular  article  as  "  Vibrona  "  gives,  or  be  bo  phenomenally 
successful  as  "  Itrosyl,"  but  they  will  be  appreciated  by

The  great  cattle-plague,  which  was  probably  in  part  respon- 
sible for  the  Matabele  War,  has  crept  southwards  to  the 
Transvaal,  the  Orange  Free  8tate,  and  Cape 
Oom  Paul  s  Colony.  The  authorities  are  at  their  wits'  end 
C°rePhy"m  t0  S'°P  sconrge>  for  nothing  seems  to 
help,  although  suggested  nostrums  for  the 
"  rinderpest"  are  as  numerous  as  they  were  for  the  influecza. 
Dr.  Leyds,  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  Transvaal,  has 
telegraphed  to  the  head  of  the  Cape  Colony  Agjicultural 
Department  that,  so  far,  inoculation  has  been  a  failure,  and 
the  last-named  gentleman,  fearful  lest  European  countries 
should  prohibit  the  importation  of  South  African  wool  and 
hides,  has  ordered  that  every  parcel  of  those  goods  is  to  be 
treated  with  a  solution  of  Jeyes'  fluid.  President  Kriiger  has 
a  remedy  of  his  own,  which  he  has  caused  to  be  published  for 
the  beneSt  of  his  Transvaal  fellow-citizens.  It  is  this: — 
"  As  soon  as  a  beast  becomes  sick  one  teaspoonfol  of  podo- 
pyllon  (podophyllin  ?)  must  be  administered  in  half  a  bottle 
of  water.  On  the  following  day  the  animal  should  be  given 
a  bottle  of  water  in  which  a  3-inch  piece  of  tobacco 
has  been  soaked.  This  treatment  must  be  repeated  on  the 
third  day  if  the  eyes  of  the  animal  are  still  watery.  On  the 
fourth  day  a  small  mug  of  paraffine  must  be  administered. 
When  the  beast  purges  badly  a  dessertspoonful  of  bruised 
bark  of  the  root  of  the  '  Incbense  tree,'  mixed  with  a 
dessertspoonful  of  alum  and  leffi  to  draw  in  a  bottleful  of 
water  for  twelve  hours,  with  a  handful  of  flour  meal  added, 
must  be  given.  If  purging  does  not  stop,  repeat  the  dose.  If 
the  animal  does  not  eat  well,  repeat  the  paraffine  as  described 
above  and  clean  the  mouth  of  the  beast  with  salt."  The 
President's  drastic  "  cure  "  gives  the  clue  to  the  sadden  rise 
in  podophyllin,  which  has  puzzled  our  druggists.  The  B.P. 
variety  of  that  drug  has  lately  advanced  from  7*.  6d.  to 
12s.  6d.  per  lb.,  and  it  is  known  that  the  demand  has  been 
mainly  for  South  Africa. 


The  German  census  returns  recently  published  contain 
some  interesting  facts  relative  to  the  development  of  the 
chemical  industry  in  Germany.    There  are  at 

The  German  present  in  that  country  102,923  persons  whose

industry.  principal  active  pursuit  is  connected  with  the 
chemical  industry.  The  census  of  1882 
contained  only  57,530  such,  showing  an  increase  of 
nearly  80  per  cent,  in  thirteen  years,  which  repre- 
sents a  relatively  much  larger  development  when  taking 
into  account  that  labour-saving  processes  have  greatly  in- 
creased during  that  period.  The  greatest  increase  is  in  the 
branch  relating  to  chemical,  pharmaceutical,  and  photo- 
graphic goods,  where  the  numbers  have  risen  from  18,561 
to  36,428.  The  colour  industry  occupied  10,548  persons  in 
1882,  and  19,418  in  1895;  that  of  explosive  substances, 
including  matches,  fireworks,  &c  ,  9,067  in  1882,  and  19,382 
in  1895.  Chemical  manure-makiDg  and  the  treatment  of 
waste  products  employed  6,932  people  in  1882.  and  12,061 
in  1895.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  phar- 
macists and  persons  engaged  in  pharmacy  has  only  slightly 
increased,  owing,  of  course,  to  the  law  limiting  the  number 
of  concessions.  Pharmacists  in  business  on  their  own  ac- 
count numbered  4,829  in  1882,  and  5,487  in  1895,  while  the 
total  number  of  persons  engaged  in  pharmacies,  including 
principals,  has  increased  from  12,422  to  15.634.  The  number 
of  persons  engaged  as  principals  in  the  manufacture  and 
trade  in  chemical,  pharmaceutical,  and  photographic  pre- 
parations has  risen  from  1,485  to  2,398;  that  similarly 
engaged  in  the  colour  industry  from  823  to  909.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  number  of  persons  in  this  position  in  the 
chemical  manure  and  waste  products' industries  has  declined 
from  1,735  to  1,387,  and  in  explosives  from  602  to  379, 
probably  on  account  of  the  tendency,  especially  pronounced 
in  these  branches,  to  convert  industrial  undertakings  into 
companies.  In  1882  the  entire  German  chemical  industry 
occupied  43,422  manual  labourers — viz.,  37,501  males  and 
5,921  females.  In  1895  it  gave  employment  to  81,878  la- 
bourers, of  which  67,782  were  males  and  14,096  females, 


the  male  element  having  thus  increased  by  81  per  cent.,  the 
female  by  138  per  cent.  Female  labour  is  chiefly  engaged 
in  explotives,  match-makiDg,  colour  making,  and  next  to 
that  in  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  aEd  photosraphic 
preparations.  The  general  development  of  the  German 
chemical  industry  is  further  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1882 
553,084  tons  of  crude  material  for  use  in  that  industry  were 
imported  from  abroad,  and  in  1895  1 326,160  tons,  the 
export  of  chemical  goods  having  increased  durirjg  that 
period  from  315,393  tons,  worth  227,000.000m., to  540,322  tons, 
woith  302,000,000m.

Refined  Camphor 
lower,  at  #3  20c.  per  kilo." 

Our  New  York  correspondent  wires  on  Thursday  after- 
noon:— "The  market  for  Curacao  aloes  is  decidedly  firmer, 

somewhat  higher  rates  being  asked  all  round. 
Cablegram.     Bayberry    bark  has    gone   up  $c.   per  lb. 

Sassafras-root  is  also  scarce,  at  7c.  per  lb. 
Peppermint  oils  of  all  grades  active,  and  tending  higher. 
Golden- seal  root  dearer,  at  25c.  per  lb.  Jalapmuch  more  active  - 
For  good  Vera  Cruz  11c.  per  lb.  is  now  quoted.  Mandrake- 
root  is  advancing  rapidly  in  consequence  of  the  demand  for 
podophyllin  ;  to-day's  quotation  for  good  quality  is  10^c.  per 
lb.    Castor  oil  of  all  varieties  is  advancing." 


Acid  (Carbolic)  is  rapidly  advancing,  and  there  appears 
to  be  every  prospect  of  still  higher  prices  in  the  near  future. 
One  of  the  English  makers  is  sold  out  up  to  next  June, 
another  up  to  March,  and  the  other  manufacturers  also  can- 
not supply  anything  for  immediate  delivery  outside  their 
contracts.  For  crystals  the  quotations  are  as  follow  : — 39° 
to  40°  C,  l\d.  per  lb.  from  the  manufacturers,  but  in  second- 
hand would  probably  still  be  accepted  ;  34°  to  35°  C. 
crystals.  Id.  to  7\d.  per  lb.  For  Crudelb  per  cent.,  as  much 
as  2s.  4i<Z.  to  2s.  6d.  per  gallon  is  asked ;  while  for  60  per 
cent,  the  quotations  vary  from  2s.  up  to  2s.  3d.  per  lb.  It  is 
reported  that  the  scarcity,  and  consequent  high  prices,  are 
caused  by  the  heavy  demand  for  carbolic  acid  on  the  part 
of  certain  foreign  Governments,  who  are  using  it  as  a  base  in 
the  manufacture  of  explosives.  Some  of  these  Governments 
are  said  to  have  laid  in  a  considerable  stock  of  the  acid. 

Acid  (Citric)  The  English  manufacturers  quote  Is.  l\d. 

per  lb.  for  B.P.  quality,  which  shows  an  unchanged  price.  Tne 
market,  however,  is  weak,  and  it  would  perhap3  be  possible  to 
buy  at  1*.  \\d.  per  lb.  Concentrated  juice  offers  at  13Z.  per 
pipe.  The  production  of  Citrate  of  lime  in  Sicily  is  increasing 
rapidly. 

Acid  (Salicylic).— Without  alteration.  It  is  thought 
that  in  some  quarters  the  reported  advance  in  carbolic  may- 
cause  a  rise  in  salicylic,  but  it  appears  that  the  salicylic 
manufacturers  are  well  covered  with  raw  material  for  some 
months  ahead. 

Acid  (Tartaric). — Lower.  The  English  makers  have 
reduced  their  prices  for  B.P.  quality  to  Is  Id.  per  lb.,  and 
do  not  appear  to  be  particularly  firm  thereat.  Foreign 
brands  are  being  offered  at  12^d.  per  lb.  on  the  spot,  bat  it 
does  not  appear  that  there  are  buyers  at  that  figure.  Foreign 
convention  manufacturers  quote  12.^.,  c.i.f.,  for  the  first 
half  of  next  year,  but  that  also  appears  to  be  too  high  a 
figure  to  lead  to  business. 

Belladonna-root  becomes  scarcer  every  week  for  good 
quality,  which  is  extremely  difficult  to  find ;  38*.,  c.i.f.,,  is 
the  quotation  to-day.  On  the  spot  40s.  per  cwt.  is  asked, 
but  it  is  doubtful  whether  much  could  be  had  at  that  price. 
German  leaves  are  offering  at  38*.  per  cwt. ;  foreign  Extrvct  of 
belladonna  may  be  had  at  4s.  5d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  London. 

Camphor  (Crude). — The  week  has  been  very  quiet  and 
prices  are  tending  somewhat  easier,  Formosa  being  quoted  at 
112s.  6d.  to  115*.  per  cwt.,  c  i.f.  terms. 
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Canaby-seed. — At  auction  on  Wednesday  25  bags 
Barbary  seed  realised  30s.  per  quarter,  while  500  bags  of 
fair  River  Plate  seed  were  bought  in  at  25s.  per  quarter. 
Privately  quotations  are  a«  follows: —  TurJdsh,  28s.  6d. 
to  29s. ;  fine  Morocco,  30s.  to  34s. ;  ordinary  to  fine  Spanish, 
from  42s.  up  to  50s.  per  quarter. 

L'ABDAMOMS. — The  London  stock,  which  has  dwindled  to 
very  small  proportions,  has  been  reinforced  this  week  by  a 
small  arrival  of  25  cases  per  Scotia  from  Colombo.  The 
general  position  is  extremely  firm,  and  the  few  parcels  that 
have  changed  hands  privately  (business  being  restricted  on 
account  of  the  scanty  supply)  have  realised  a  considerable 
advance  For  instance,  for  a  few  lots  of  fair  Ceylon- My  sore, 
which  sold  at  from  3s.  Qd.  to  3s.  Id.  at  the  drug-sale  on 
October  29 ;  4s.  9d.  to  4s.  lOd.  has  since  been  paid.  For 
good  feed  (of  which  the  last  auction  price  was  3s  lOd ) 
4s.  lOd.  has  been  paid  privately  this  week,  and  as  much  as 
5s.  is  now  asked.  Two  cases  of  cardamoms- seed  will  be 
offered  at  next  week's  auctions.  Some  business  has  been  done 
in  medium  yellow  Ceylon-Malabar  cardamoms,  rather  shelly,  at 
2s.  3d.  to  2s.  9d.,  c.i  f.  terms,  shipment  from  November- 
December  up  to  the  end  of  March,  according  to  transaction. 
Aleppy  and  TelUcherry  cardamoms  are  not  offering  at  all. 
It  is  said  that  this  year's  TelUcherry  crop  will  only  be  5 
tons.  In  good  years  this  variety  has  yielded  from  60  to 
75  tons. 

Ckeam  of  Taetab.— Very  dull  of  ?ale  at  81s.  per  cwt. 
for  best  white  French  crystals,  and  from  83s.  to  84s.  for 
powder  on  the  spot. 

Digitalis-leaves  are  extremely  scarce,  fine  green  quality 
bsing  practically  unobtainable.  For  fair  quality  34s.  per  cwt., 
'•  c.i.f.,"  has  lately  been  paid. 

Gentian  remains  scarce  and  firm.  It  is  said  that  26s  6d. 
per  cwt.  has  again  been  paid  for  good  French  root  from 
importers'  hands  this  week.  Some  holders  are  asking  from 
27s.  to  28s.  per  cwt. 

Golden-seal  Root  is  reported  higher  from  America 
To  day's  London  quotation  is  Is.  2d.  per  lb. 

Ipecacuanha  — A  steady  market.  Tbe  stock  of  Colon 
Man  root  in  importers'  hands  now  amounts  to  a  few  bags 
only.  There  have  been  no  further  arrivals  this  week,  and 
some  sales  of  slightly  damaged  root  have  been  made  at 
As.  3d.  per  lb. 

Liquorice. — The  new  Italian  juice  has  been  arriving  more 
freely  of  late,  and  another  lot  of  over  400  cases  Solazzi  is 
just  being  landed.  Good  decorticated  Russian  root  offers  at 
33s.  per  cwt.  London  terms.  Common  rough  Persian 
liquorice-root  has  lately  sold  at  7s.  Qd.  per  cwt. ;  for 
decorticated  20s.  per  cwt.  is  asked. 

Lycopodium  remains  very  low  in  price ;  best  sifted  Russian 
offer*  at  155s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  terms. 

Mandbake-boot  U  advancing  rapidly,  in  sympathy  with 
podophvllin.  A  few  weeks  aeo  the  quotation  from  America 
was  still  from  22s  6^.  to  25s.  per  cwt.,  c  i.f ,  but  to-day 
some  holders  ask  40s.,  and  others  42s.  per  cwt.,  c  i.f.,  and  it 
is  said  that  orders  at  35s.  have  been  refused. 

Menthol  is  offering  on  the  spot  at  lower  prices ;  7s.  6d. 
per  lb.  would  probably  be  accepted  for  good  brands.  For 
arrival  a  parcel  has  changed  hands  for  November-December 
shipment  at  a  somewhat  higher  figure — viz.,  7s.  ci.f.,  and  it 
is  reported  that  the  ruling  quotation  is  now  7s.  l\d  per  lb. 

Mobphia. — Without  further  alteration  in  the  official 
prices.  Second-hand  holders,  however,  are  still  underselling 
the  makers. 

Oil  (Castob). — Still  advancing,  although  very  little  busi- 
ness has  taken  place  this  week.  Indeed,  London  has  almost 
entirely  lost  the  importance  it  used  to  possess  as  a  castor-oil 
market.  For  first  E.  Indian  oil  Ad.  per  lb.  is  now  asked,  while 
the  lowest  figure  for  seconds  is  3-\d.  per  lb.

No  new  castor-seed  will  be  brought  to  market  until 
February,  and  the  prospects  of  this,  as  of  most  Indian 
crops,  are  very  poor.    In  face  of  the  small  supply  of  seeds, 


several  oil-crushers  have  shut  down  their  factories,  and 
those  that  are  still  working  do  not  care  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  quantities.  The  prices  for  Mitchell's  English 
drawn  castor  oil  have  again  been  raised,  pure  London  cold- 
drawn  being  now  quoted  at  Ahd  (an  advance  of  \d.),  first 
pressings  at  3|<2.  (an  advance  of  £d.  per  lb  ).  The  quota- 
tions for  Italian  oil  vary,  according:  to  brand,  from  41s,  to 
42s  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  A  20-case  lot  for  December  delivery,  is 
offering  on  the  spot,  however,  at  38s  per  cwt. 

Oil  (Cod-liveb). — The  prices  appear  to  be  weakening 
decidedly.  Some  of  the  importers  still  stick  to  their  high 
quotations,  but  others  have  come  down  to  150s.  per  barrel, 
ci.f.,  for  b9st  non-freezing  Lofoten  oil.  Fine  Newfoundland 
oil  is  reported  to  have  been  sold  on  the  spot  at  6s.  per 
gallon. 

Oils  (Essential). — Star  anise  somewhat  weaker. 
Nominally  the  spot  quotation  is  still  8s.  6(2.  per  lb.,  but  some 
holders  would  probably  take  3d.,  or  at  least,  l^d.  less.  For 
shipment  the  prices  are  slightly  firmer,  7s  3d.  per  lb.  c.i.f, 
being  quoted  for  November  by  the  importers,  while  for 
October  shipment  7s.  9d.  per  lb  ,  c  i.f.,  is  asked.  Cassia  oil 
rather  dull  of  sale.  Some  transactions  are  said  to  have 
been  made  on  the  spot  at  8s  9d.  per  lb.  for  79  per  cent, 
cinnamic  aldehyde;  for  70  per  cent  to  75  per  cent,  oil, 
8s.  6d.  is  quoted.  There  are  no  reliable  quotations  for  ship- 
ment.

A  parcel 
was  offering  yesterday  at  Is  3d.  per  lb.  c  i.f .  shipment  until  end 
of  March,  but  another  importer  to  day  quotes  a9  much  as  Is  5d. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f.  Caraway  oil  is  held  at  5s  per  lb.  for  English  ; 
and  from  4s.  to  4s.  6d.  per  lb.  for  foreign  drawn.  American 
peppermint  oil  of  all  varieties  is  firmer.  For  Wayne  County 
from  5s.  to  5s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  is  asked.  RGH  oil  is  unaltered  on 
the  spot,  but  tending  slightly  higher  for  arrival. 

Opium. — Without  alteration.  The  improved  demand 
which  we  noticed  last  week  has  not  been  maintained.  The 
quotations  now  run  from  lis.

Oebis  appears  to  be  rather  weaker,  but  prices  vary  con- 
siderably according  lo  holder.  Our  quotations  for  best 
selected  Florentine  root,  for  instance,  run  from  69s.  per  cwt., 
c  i.f.,  down  to  61s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  the  last-named  figure  beirjg 
for  November-December  shipment.  For  sorts,  the  lowest  quo' 
tation  is  59s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f  ,  November- December ;  and  on 
the  spot  the  bottom  prices  are  :  selected  68s ,  sorts  65s., 
per  cwt  It  does  not  appear  that  there  is  much  business 
doing  this  week. 

Podophyllin. — Sales  have  been  made  at  from  lis.  6d.  up 
to  12s.  per  lb.  for  B.P.  quality,  which  is  extremely  scarce  on 
the  spot.  English  makers  also  report  salas  at  12s.  6d.  per  lb. 
and  that  seems  to  be  the  general  quotation  to-day.  Foreign 
podophyllin,  not  answering  the  B.P.  test,  may  still  be  had  at 
7s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Quassia. — Prices  have  slightly  improved  recently,  and 
sales  of  newly-imported  logs  are  reportei  at  prices  rising  up 
to  77s.  6d.  per  ton,  while  for  old  import  90s.  per  ton  has  been 
paid. 

Quicksilveb. — Quiet  at  61.  12s.  6d  per  bottle  from  the 
importers,  and  61.  lis.  from  second-hand  holders. 

Quinine.— Extremely  dull  of  sale.  Some  small  wholesale 
lots  are  said  to  have  been  sold  at  9'^d.  per  oz.  for  B.  &  S.  or 
Brunswick  second-hand  balk,  and  a  transaction  at  9d.  per  oz. 
is  also  spoken  of. 

Ehubabb.—  Unchanged,  so  far  as  the  London  market  is 
concerned.  It  is  said  that  the  season  in  China  is  now  over, 
and  that  no  further  shipments  of  any  importance  can  be 
expected.  The  prices  a9ked  in  Shanghai  are  much  above 
the  London  parity.  For  good  Shensi  root,  for  instance,  the 
equivalent  of  3s.  per  lb.  is  required  there. 
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Saffron. — The  advance  reported  last  week  is  fully 
maintained,  but  there  do  not  appear  to  have  been  any 
transactions  of  importance.

Cape  aloes  is 
also  offering  cheaper,  and  can  be  bought  at  45§m.  per  100 
kilos.  Camphor  (refined)  shows  but  little  business  with  a 
weak  demand;  to-daj's  quotation  is  320m.  per  100  kilos. 
Ergot  of  rye  quiet,  holders  ask  from  95m.  to  100m.  per  100 
kilos.  Quinine  very  dull,  owing  to  cheap  offers  from  France ; 
there  are  sellers  at  24m.  to  25m.  per  kilo.  Star- anise 
seed  is  unchanged  ;  firm  at  last  week's  prices,  at  205m.  to 
210m.  per  100  kilos.  Cinnamom  is  again  dearer,  and 
Cardamoms  show  a  strong  demand  at  advancing  prices. 
Star-anise  oil  quiet  at  19|m.  to  20m.  per  kilo.  Cassia  and 
dtronella  oils  are  very  scarce,  with  little  offering  at  present. 
Peppermint  oil  (Japan)  firm  at  7|m.  per  kilo,  for  shipment ; 
40-per-cent.  oil  is  held  for  9|m.  per  kilo;  while  Menthol  is 
firm  at  17m.  per  kilo.  spot.  Cod-liver  oil  is  slow  of  sale; 
1896  non-congealing  oil  is  quoted  to-day  at  155m.  to  160m, 
per  barrel.  Castor  oil  continues  scarce,  with  a  strong 
demand ;  French  oil  of  first-pressing  is  held  at  62m.  per 
100  kilos.  Japan  wax  is  a  shade  easier;  forward  delivery 
for  December- January  is  offering  at  85m.  per  100  kilos  , 
while  spot  is  quoted  90m.  Carnauba  wax  is  dull ;  good 
grey  quality  at  100m.  per  100  kilos.  Kola-nuts  show  a  better 
demand  at  80m.  to  85m.  per  100  kilos." 

The  Norwegian  Cod  liver  Oil  Market. 

Our  Lergen  correspondent  writes,  on  November  11,  that 
the  total  exports  of  cod-liver  oil  from  the  whole  of  Norway 
up  to  the  end  of  September  amount  to  13,143  barrels.  The 
exports  for  October  are  estimated  at  between  2,000  to  2,500 
barrels,  and  stock  now  left  in  the  country  at  about  4,500 
barrels.  Holders  in  the  northern  towns  of  the  country  are 
almost  every  day  offering  cod-liver  oil  in  Bergen  at  reduced, 
prices,  and  the  chief  dealers  there  express  the  opinion 
that  the  desperate  efforts  of  owners  in  London  not  only  to 
keep  up,  but  to  raise,  the  present  quotations  of  oil  will  end 
in  disappointment.  Business  in  Bergen  last  week  was  dull, 
and  the  prices  are  quite  nominal,  at  165s.  and  160s.  per 
barrel,  f.o  b.,  respectively  for  best  Lofoten  and  Finnmarkcn 
•oils.  The  shipments  from  Bergen  up  to  date  for  this  year 
are  5,185  barrels,  against  5,803  barrels  at  the  i  ame  date  of 
.1895. 

The  Smyrna  Opium-market. 

Our  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  November  17 : — "  In 
•spite  of  the  continued  dulness  of  the  London  market  the 
position  of  opium  here  is  extremely  firm,  though  without 
further  increase  on  the  closing  prices  of  the  month.  There 
is  a  very  steady  demand  for  America  for  ordinary  and 
■selected  Manufacturing  opium.  The  reports  from  the 
interior  with  regard  to  the  autumn  sowings  are  extremely 
unfavourable.  There  has  been  no  rain,  it  is  said,  since  Septem- 
ber, and  the  unusual  heat  has  prevented  sowing  operations 
in  many  places.  It  appears  certain  that  within  the  next 
few  days  there  will  be  an  advance  of  2d  to  3d.  per  lb.  all 
round."  From  another  source  we  have  the  following : — "  An 
American  buyer  has  just  appeared  on  the  market  offering  to 
■take  a  considerable  quantity  at  a  reduction  of  about  1J  per 
cent,  on  the  ruling  prices.  He  has  not  been  able  to  ootain 
this,  and  has  consequently  only  purchased  two  cases  of 
selected  Tale  quale  Earahissar  at  the  equivalent  of  8s.  10^Z. 
to  8i.  11^.  per  lo.,  f.o.b.  There  are  many  American  orders 
on  the  market,  and  the  great  fall  in  the  exchange,  coupled 
with  the  rise  in  freights,  has  prevented  business  up  to  the 
present.  Some  of  the  owners  of  opium  in  the  interior  of  the 
country  have  telegraphed  to  their  Smyrna  agents  not  to  sell 
at  present,  but  it  is  too  early  as  yet  to  pronounce  an  opinion 
upon  the  result  of  the  autumn  sowings.  The  arrivals  at 
Smyrna  amount  to  1,735  cases,  against  2,868  cases  at  the 
-same  time  of  last  year."
